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Ford to VFW: 
Neiv veteran head named., 
study of amnesty begun

President Gcrnld R. Ford startled a 


gathering of foreign war veterans Mon- 
day with the revelation that ho is exam- 
ining alternatives for amnesty for those 
who resisted participation in tho Vietnam 
War. 


Delegates to the 75th national con- 


vention of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
roared their approval when the new 
President declared that "unconditional 
blanket amnesty for anyone who Illegally 
evaded or fled military service is 
wrong." 


They sat In silence, however, when he 


went on to explain his stance on amnes- 
ty, an explanation that Included the 
statement, "I am throwing the weight of 
my presidency into tho scales of justice 
on tho sldo of leniency." 


INVOKING TUB names of Abraham 


Lincoln and Harry Truman, Ford de- 
clared. "I reject amnesty and I reject 
revenge." 


Indicating the priority which ho had 


assigned to the matter of amnesty, the 
President reported that he had instruct- 
ed U.S. Atty. Gen. William Snxbe and 
Sec. of Defense James R. Schtcslngcr to 
fully investigate the known facts and le- 
gnt precedents surrounding the question. 


Ford acknowledged the "supremo sac- 


rifice" of those who died In Vietnam and 
noted that he "kept thinking how young 
they were." 


Out, he said, those who "committed the 


supremo folly of shirking their duty at the 
expense of others also were very young." 


They should, he said, "have n second 


chance." 


"All wars," said the four-year World 


War II Navy veteran, "arc the glory and 
the agony of the young." 


FORD'S DECLARATION on condition- 


al amnesty — he made it clear that some 
conditions must be Imposed, and coined 
the phrase "earned re-entry" over- 
shadowed tho rest of his speech, the first 
major public statement outside the Capi- 
tal since ho assumed office Aug. 9. 


Other than his remarks on amnesty, 


the veterans and their wives greeted tho 
President's 
remarks 
warmly. They 


greeted with n standing ovation his ex- 
pected announcement of the appointment 
of Richard Roudcbush of Indiana, n for- 
mer national commander of tho VFW, as 
administrator of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 


The audience also applauded loudly the 


President's pledges to make the Veter- 
ans Administration more responsive to 
individual needs, to maintain service ot 
veterans' hospitals, and to upgrade feder- 
al benefits for veterans of tho Vietnam 
War. 


Wild applause greeted his declaration, 


"If we can send men thousands and thou- 
sands of miles from homo to fight in rlco 
paddles, certainly wo can send them 
back to school and to better jobs at 
home." 


Ford's first major public address was 


preceded by a motorcade from O'Hnro 
International Airport to the Conrad Hil- 
ton Hotel, during which an enthusiastic 
crowd cheered him in the final leg of tho 
trip down Michigan Avenue. 


TUB PRESIDENT was accompanied 


in the motorcade by U.S. Rep. Samuel H. 
Young, (IMOth), and NATO Ambassador 
Donald Rumsfeld, former North Shore 
congressman, who were among the

Unlike 1973, settlement hones high 
Threat of teachers' unrest 
again clouds school opening

A new* nnalysU 


A year ago, Des Plaines students re- 


turned to classes with the threat of a 
tenchcrV strike ranging over their 
headi. 


In Des Plainer Dist. C2. the school 


board steadfastly refused to negotiate 
nonsalary Items, while teachers took 
their casu to the public through a scries 
of parent coffees and demonstrations. 


In East Maine Dist. 63 teacher union 


members adopted a six-point program 
designed to force the school board to 
negotiate working conditions. The open- 
ing day of school was marked by teach- 
ers picketing a junior high school before 
classes. 


In both districts, hopes for a quick set- 


tlement were dim. Bargaining sessions 
were conducted In an atmosphere of dis- 
trust ami hostility. 


AS IN 1073, Dei Plaines teachers In 


both districts again faco the prospect of 
returning to the classroom without a con- 


tract. Although negotiations began in 
early spring, negotiators for teachers 
and board have failed to reach an agree- 
ment on salary. 


Unlike last fall's contract dispute, how- 


ever, teachers and board representatives 
still have hopes of an early settlement. 


In Dist. 62, negotiators for both sides 


are optimistic but cautious. Ray Gunn, 
chief negotiator for the DCS Plaines Edu- 
cation Assn. (DPEA), said the major ob- 
stacle is salary. 


"We've agreed on about 70 per cent of 


the nonsalary Items, which was the big 
thing last year," ho said. "Onco wo 
agree on salary, tho other things will fall 
into line." 


Gunn termed this year's negotiations 


"much better off" noting that "we had 
nothing signed at this time last year." 


Stuart Kistcn, chairman of the board 


negotiations team, also sees salary as 
tho only roadblock to settlement. 


"The major nonsnlary items have 


been resolved — I think we've made

"causing some concern. The cost of liv- 
ing has gone up and everyone's ex- 
pectations are high." 


IN DIST. (13, contract talks have also 


hit a snag over salary. The East Maine 
Education Assn. (EMEA) declared an 
impasse last month and negotiators will 
be meeting with n federal mediator. 


A teacher spokesman said no progress 


was being made in negotiations and that 
teachers "believed things could be set- 
tled more readily with a mediator pre- 
sent." Yet, as in Dist. 62, both sides are 
looking for an early settlement. 


Willie the two Des Plaines districts arc 


among the few area districts without a 
contract settlement, negotiations seem to 
be progressing much better than in 1973. 
Both teachers and board members are 
approaching the bargaining table with 
little of the distrust and hostility of last 
fall's contract dispute.

Mandas basement 
rental blocked 


A Circuit Court judge has enjoined lo- 


cal landowner Gus Mandas from renting 
out the basement of property he owns at 
1419 Lincoln St., DCS Plaines. The prop- 
erty is In violation of city building and 
zoning codes. 


The order, agreed on by attorneys for 


Mandas and the city, was entered Mon- 
day before Associate Judge Jerome 
Burke in the DCS Plaines branch of Cir- 
cuit Court. 


The injunction prohibits Mandas from 


allowing more persons than allowed by 
city ordinance to occupy the house. 


In a complaint filed by city building 


officials, Mandas was charged with ren- 
ting out the basement of the house as an 
apartment. 


Several other Mnndas-owned proper- 


tics were the target of city investigations 
several months ago. A number of city 
code violations were found at an apart- 
ment on Ellinwood and Center Streets in 
downtown Des Plaines. 


Tho violations were corrected without 


court action after agreement between 
Mandas and city officials.

Asked If. he had plans to return to Illi- 


nois, he said, "I do. They're not hard 
plans. When I can find a reasonable clos- 
ing point (at the White House or NATO), 
that's my full intention." 


RUMSFELD HAS BEEN mentioned as 


a possible candidate for several posi- 
tions, including vico president. Political 
observers also believe ho may return to 
Illinois to run for the Senate, or may ac- 


cept a staff or cabinet position with 
Ford. 


He avoided answering whether he 


would accept the vice presidency if it 
was offered to him. Ho said he, like 
many others, has made suggestions to 
Ford, but "It's his decision and I'm told 
he'll make It soon." 


As for speculation that he might take 


over as chief of staff for the President, 
replacing Gen, Alexander Haig, Rums- 
feld said Sunday, "That's not In the 
cards." 


The pressing Issue of the Cyprus crisis 
requires him to return to NATO, Rums- 
feld said, hinting that he would accept no 
posts in Washington Immediately. He 
said his transition report to Ford Is near- 
ly complete and he should be on his way 
back to Brussels tonight or Wednesday. 


His temporary duty in Washington was 


emphasized by his lack of luggage. He 
said he brought almost nothing when ho 
was summoned from a vacation in south- 
ern France. 


COMMENTING ON THE new Presi- 


dent's administration, Rumsfeld said of 
his long-time Congressional friend, "I 
think he's off to a great start. His biggest 
asset Is himself. He's a decent man with 
a lot of ability and good balance. 


"He will establish a presidency that 


will reflect himself and the times we live 
in. It's not easy to govern today — In- 
deed, it's difficult. Some problems don't 
lend themselves to instant solutions, and 
call for a great deal of leadership."

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U.S. Embassy in Nicosia attacked 
Ambassador Davies killed 


NICOSIA (UPI) — U.S. Ambassador 


Rodger P. Davics was shot to death In 
tho American Embassy Monday by gun- 
men who raked Iho building with auto- 
matic weapons flro as he sought shelter 
during a riotous anil-American demon- 
stration, an embassy spokesman said. 


Antoinette Varnara, 32, a Grock-Cy- 


nrlot secretary at tho embassy, also died 
in tho shooting which erupted when hun- 
dreds of Greek Cyprlots protested U.S. 
failure to halt tho Turkish Invasion, tho 
spokesman said. 


Under cover of tho demonstration gun- 


men scaled the fence surrounding tho 
embassy compound and pumped auto- 
matic rlflo flro Into tho entrance and 
windows, some from tho street and oth- 
ers from tho embassy porch. 


Tho gunmen wore tho military-stylo 


uniforms of tho EOKA-B Greek Cyprlot 
guerrilla organization, which backs unity 
of Cyprus with Greece. 


"A burst of bullets smashed through tho 


shutters of the ambassador's office, 
through two doorways and Into a corri- 
dor where the ambassador and his staff 
had taken refuge," embassy spokesman 
David Grlmland said. "It was pure bad 
luck tho ambassador was hit."

Many Greek restaurants and business- 


es In the Northwest suburbs were closed 
Monday as their owners joined an esti- 
mated 10,000 Greek-Americans who gath- 
ered to demonstrate In Chicago's Grant 
Park.

The rally, to protest the continued 


fighting on Cyprus, was held across from 
the Conrad Hilton Hotel where President

Gerald R. Ford addressed the national 
convention of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. 


Among the restaurants closed in the 


Northwest suburbs because of the dem- 
onstration were: Dunton House, Coun- 
tryside, Evans House, Eros Snack Shop 
and Around the Clock in Arlington 
Heights; 
the Pickwick House, Uncle 


Andy's Cow Palace and the Palatine 
House in Palatine; Evans Restaurant 
and the Flaming Torch in Mount Pros- 
pect; and Manda's Snack Shop in DCS 
Plaines. 


"We worked all night to get everyone 


together," Panagakis said. 


A sign on the Dunton House door read: 


"Closed in memory of the women and 
children who have died In Cyprus." All 
of the restaurants were expected to re- 
open today. 


In Grant Park, many or the demon- 


strators held up signs, many written in 
Greek, reading: 
"Kissinger Resign," 


"Troops Get Out of Cyprus," and "Kis- 
singer the Turk." 


Greek-Americans from as far away as 


Iowa and Wisconsin turned out for the 
demonstration. Word of the protest was 
spread over Greek-language radio sta- 
tions and in the Greek press. 


"We closed our businesses and sacri- 


ficed to protest patriotically. This goes 
real deep. We just can't take it. It 
hurts," said Joan Dullos, who had come 
with 1,000 other Greek-Americans by 
chartered bus from Gary, Ind. 


Others in the crowd said that Greek- 


Americans are ready to fight to protect 


their homeland 
if the Cyprus 
war 


spreads to the mainland. 


"Patriotism, that's part of being 


Greek," Mrs. Dulios said. 


Throughout the morning a band played 


tho Greek national anthem. At the head 
of the crowd, a large black cross sym- 
bolized the people's mourning for dead 
Greek Cypriote. 


At 11:30 a.m., an announcement over, a 


loudspeaker informed the crowd that 
Ford had agreed to meet with Sen. 
Charles Percy to discuss United States 
policy toward the Cyprus conflict. The 
crowd reacted with jeers and boos. 


The president of St. John the Baptist 


Greek Orthodox Church in Des Plaines, 
John Krctekos, Monday said he did not 
think many of his church members 
planned to take part in the demonstra- 
tion, which he identified as primarily a 
Chicago-organized protest. 


However a special collection taken up 


Sunday in the church raised $400 for the 
Cyprus War Relief Fund, Kretekos said. 


Panagakis said Greek-American busi- 


nessmen from the Northwest suburbs de- 
cided to participate in the rally "because 
we feel sorry for what has happened." 


One of the organizers of the protest, 


William H. Gianakis, who runs a Chicago 
employment agency, said the demonstra- 
tors hoped "to show our disapproval of 
all that has happened on Cyprus." 


He said the Greeks are outraged be- 


cause Turkey's invasion of the Mediter- 
ranean island "could have been stopped 
by the United States."

physical evidence If that were the case. 
Tlie mystery Is, what Is obstructing the 
flow of lymph or the normal drainage of 
the veins in that leg? That could be a lot 
of different things. 


Happily though, It sounds like your 


husband is getting well. The foot and 
ankle stay swollen longest because they 
arc literally tho bottom of the bucket, 
and that is where the fluid collects. As 
the swelling diminishes, there may be 
less need for clastic support at the top of 
tho stocking.

Paving planned 
at River Trails 
ad building 


Paving of the grassy area adjacent to 


the parking lot of the River Trails Dlst. 
26 administration building, 1900 E. Ken- 
sington Rd., Mount Prospect, will begin 
next month with tho bill for the work to 
be picked up by tho River Trails Pork 
District. 


The project originally was to include 


expansion of the parking lot and repay- 
ing of tho driveway and entrance area 
with the school board and the park board 
to split the cost. 


However, the school board last week 


decided not to participate In the project 
because the cost of its share of the work 
exceeded the limit it had set for the proj- 
ect. 


Only one bid was received for the proj- 


ect from Robert R. Anderson Co. of Chi- 
cago at a price of $9,926. The cost break- 
down showed a $5,517 price tag for the 
parking lot paving and $4,409 for re-pav- 
ing of the driveway and entrance area. 


HIE SCHOOL BOARD, which was to 


pay the cost of repaying the driveway 
and entrance area, had set a ceiling 
price of $3,000 for the work. When the bid 
came in over the limit, the board 
deemed that its budget priorities did not 
include making up the extra cost over 
$3,000 that would be needed for the work. 


The park board agreed to assume its 


share of the cost and proceed with con- 
struction of the new parking lot. Marvin 
Weiss, park director, said although the 
school district will not be sharing the 
cost of the work, he still considers the 
venture a cooperative project between 
the two governing bodies because most 
of the parking lot will be located on 
school district land. 


The new parking lot will double the ca- 


pacity of the existing available parking 
space. At present the lot next to the 
school administration center accom- 
modates about a dozen cars. 


WEISS SAID HE did not know when 


the project will be completed. The pav- 
ing will be done in conjunction with work 
planned for Tamarack Trails Park lo- 
cated east of the school administration 
office. 


Two tennis courts will be installed at 


the park along with four to be installed 
at nearby Sycamore Trails Park at Ken- 
sington and Wolf roads. Weiss said tho 
parking lot paving will take about two 
weeks to complete but installation of the 
tennis courts may take as long as eight 
weeks. 


Weiss said the new parking lot will be 


accessible on Kensington Road from the 
existing parking lot driveway.

St. Petersurg, Fla. — For many fami- 


lies the ideal vacation Is a camping trip 
— back to nature and the simple life. 
Some like it primitive with the whis- 
pering of the night as background music 
while sleeping under a spreading oak. 
Others llko the luxury of a foam mat- 
tress In a shining camper, lulled to sleep 
by the hum of the air-conditioner. 


With St. Petersburg tho vacation tar- 


get tho camping destination is easy, be- 
cause within a 50-mile radius of the sun- 
coast city there are several fine loca- 
tions. 


Close In — reached by the Pincllas 


Bnyway just south of the city, is histori- 
cal Fort DcSoto Park on tho Gulf of Mex- 
ico. There are 223 landscaped camping 
sites . . . $3.50 without electric and $4 
with electric hookup. 


THE SCENIC Plncallas County histori- 


cal park covers 884 acres, with seven 
miles of waterfront for boating and fish- 
ing, three miles of beaches approved for 
swimming.

This past week we've waved goodbye 


to two families on our block setting off 
on vacation trips by car. 


In both cases these wise neighbors hap- 


pen to be safety-conscious, but as each 
station wagon cruised down the street 
filled with its happy load of grinning, 
waving kids, we couldn't help think of 
the thousands of happy holidays that are 
ruined each year — some tragically — 
because proper safety precautions we- 
ren't considered along with the fun plan- 
ning. 


Of course, it stands to reason you'll 


have the car completely checked over — 
making sure tires and brakes are in top- 
notch condition, having the front end 
checked for alignment, engine put into 
purring condition, fan belts and cooling 
systems cosed into good working order 
— and all those other items a good me- 
chanic takes care of.

• Plan ahead. Pick up the maps for

Appoint someone in the family to be a 
co-pilot who will bo as familiar with the 
itinerary as tho driver. 


• Travel lightly. Take along the small 


cst possible amount of luggage. How 
would you like to bo a little kid cramped 


in the back scat for hours with piles of 
suitcases and other baggage? 


• Be physically fit. If you're coming 


down with a cold (or anyone else in the 
family is) or haven't quite recovered 
from a recent bout with the flu or some 
other Illness, it's best to postpone the 
vacation — or plan something where you 
won't have to drive.

Communication still a problem 


NEW YORK — Tho NFL players' dis- 


pute with the owners went Into Its sixth 
week Sunday and, although both sides 
are deeply convinced they have made 
Iwncst concessions, they really aren't 
any closer to agreement now, especially 
In their basic philosophies, than they 
were when the strike began. 


One management spokesman claims 


the owners and players are more than 
136 million apart. That sounds to me like 
someone simply throwing figures around. 
Tho spokesman, I notice, didn't bother 
furnishing an Itemized breakdown. 


On tho other hand, somo of tho players 


cite Commissioner Pete Rozcllc as the 
chief stumbling block and key issue, but 
I have to discount that pretty much also, 
particularly since one of the new propos- 
als outlined this past weekend by the 
NFL Players' Association would enable 
Rozello to keep virtually the same au- 
thority ho has now. 


No, I don't think Ilili controversy hlng- 


M v> much on money or on the definition 
of Pete Roielle's actual powers as It 
does on mutual understanding, a quality 
which, rather sadly, ho* been con- 


i ! 
splcuomly misting up to now. 


I've listened to some of the owners and 


some of tho players and, not sur- 
prisingly. I've heard each side make 
somo good points and somo which we- 
ren't so good. Personally, I think BUI 
Curry, tho President of the Players' As- 
sociation and center for the Houston Oil- 
ers, makes by far the most effective 
point of all. 


Tho basic problem, he says, is there Is 


no communication between the owners 
and tho players. It was that way before 
the strike and It's the samo way now. 
Bill Curry says this Is the nub of tho 
entire problem, what the strike is all 
about In fact. He's only 100 per cent 
right. 


Let's look at baseball for a moment. 
Remember how enraged St. Louis Car- 


dinals' owner Gusslo Busch became two 
years ago during tho baseball strike? He 
thought his players were ungrateful, ask- 
ing for too much .and he gave them 
some colorfully Implicit directions where 
to go. Whether or not he was right isn't 
at Issue. Tho Important thing was that he 
was cutting the lines of communication 
between himself and his ball players, 
and anytime an owner docs that he's in 
trouble. Eventually, Busch came around 
though and had a change of heart. He 
realized by knocking his players, he was, 
In n sense, knocking himself. 


i Busch went completely the oth- 


er way, and you can see the results for 
y o u r s e l f . The Cards overcame a 
wretched start lait year, made a great 
run and hardy missed winning the NL 
Kant title by n game and a half. Right 
now, they're on (op In their division by 
2'i games. I talked to Gunslo Busch 
about his trying It both ways. He smiled, 
and said lhlt way Is better. 


Let's get back to Bill Curry now. 
"Sooner or later," he says, "tho NFL 


must csotbllsh n relationship between the 
owners and the players. It has to do that 
to continuo enjoying tho success and 
prestige It has become so justifiably 
proud of. 


"Look at conditions in our society to- 


day. There is a lack of communication 
between young and old; between tho gov- 
ernment and tho people; -between black 
and white, and between liberal and con- 
servative. We share in this problem In 
tho NFL. 


"If there Is a single word, one word, 


describing our problem with tho owners 
then that word Is 'communication,' or the 
lack of it. There is a communication gap 
between tho owners and the players, and 
sooner or later n link has to bo — must 
bo - established." 


Somo NFL owners feel the players are 


trying to dictate to them. Bill Curry says 
that isn't the case at all. 


"The owncn take the view, 'Look, boy, 


don't (pit us how to nm our business,'" 
«)i Curry. "M It so wrong for n young 
man to want some voice In his own des- 
tiny? He's not trying to disrupt any own- 
or'* dullness. None of us want that at 
all." 


Right now, the owners and players arc 


in the middle of a "cooling off period." 
On Aug. 27, just before It ends, a decision 
will be made by the players whether to 
continue striking or not. 


Ultimately the strike will be settled, of 


course. 


Hard feelings undoubtedly will remain 


between some players and owners and 
between some players who didn't cross 
the picket lino and some who did. 


Bill Curry knows this to be true and 


can only hope such resentment won't last 
long. 


"I nm a very strong believer In for- 


giveness," he says. "I think It's a critical 
aspect of an Individual's personality. 
Where you disagree, you acknowledge 
that disagreement. After an agreement 
finally is achieved, though, you work to- 
gether and accept the other individual as 
a human being. I think that's the way to 
live. This Is my philosophy in life."

The Detroit Wheels are in trouble also. 


So far, they've been nothing more than a 
brand new set of flat tires. The Wheels 
are 0-6, never having won a single game 
In their history yet, and there is talk of 
them winding up in Charlotte, N.C. be- 
fore the year is out. Anytime a WFL club 
is in trouble, it starts looking toward 
Charlotte. Who knows, maybe that's be- 
cause a branch of tho U.S. mint operated 
there for nearly a quarter century. 


Anyway, the Detroit Wheels are using 


Ypsilanti, Mich, as their headquarters 
now, 
and one of the things that hurts 


them is they can't piny in Detroit Sta- 
dium because the National 
Football 


League's Lions got there first. What 
hurts more is that they aren't even fill- 
Ing the 22,000-scat field they have In 
Ypsilanti. 


The club isn't taking much In at the 


gate and is losing every time out on the 


field. There is no better way to go broke, 
and if you ask Sonny Grandclius, the 
general manager of the Wheels, if he's 
concerned, his answer is what you'd ex- 
pect it to be — yes. 


"We've compounded our problems," he 


says, "because this is a club which be- 
gan with 33 owners who put up a certain 
amount of money and then were going to 
have a public sale of stock. The public 
sale of stock never materialized, so con- 
sequently our losses will be that much 
greater to each Individual owner. It's a 
simple case of mathematics — anytime 
you're spending more than you're mak- 
ing, the money has to come from some 
place." 


Yes, but where? The situation could 


get worse for the Wheels. They are one 
of the few WFL clubs which hasn't 
signed any NFL players for the next 
year. 


"One reason we have not signed any of 


those players is because we do not have 
the financial resources to do it," says 
Grandelius. "I've always operated with 
integrity. I'm not going to promise some- 
one something that I can't deliver." 


You get an idea of what the economic 


situation is with the Wheels by a story 
Grandclius tells about one of his earlier 
meetings with the team's owners. 


"We were talking about pro-game 


camp, and I said we should have it at 
someplace like Eastern Michigan Univer- 
sity where they have the necessary dor- 
mitory facilities, Incker rooms and so 
forth," says Grandclius. 


"One of our owners piped up and said, 


'well, why don't you put the players out 
on Belle Isle?' That is a city-owned area, 
and I said there weren't any accom- 
modations available there. He said, 
'well, why don't you put 'em up in tents? 
It would be just like camping out and the 
players would have a great time.'" 


"So I said, well, how are you going to 


feed 'em, how are they going to wash, 
how are they going to shave, and he 
says, 'oh, I didn't think of that!' 


"We would've been the laughing stock 


of the league if we had made our players 
pitch tents and camp out," Grandclius 
concludes. 


True enough, but right then and there 


(lie tt'FL, could have reached instant par- 
ity with the NFL. 


It would've had a strike on its hands, 


too.

Davidson's leagues turn 
order into sports chaos

Those- handy Illtlo pocket cnlculators 


cnmo on Iho mnrkct just in time. Now 
Joe Fan has at least a fighting chance to 
keep some sort of tabs on the mind- 
boggling explosion of professional sports 
teams. 


Lured by tho promise of that big dollar 


sign In tho sky, pro sports franchises arc 
proliferating at a rate previously re- 
served exclusively for rabbits. 


At last count, no less than 147 teams 


spread around In six sports were In vari- 
ous stages of operation. About one-third 
of tliesc arc less than two years old and 
about 80 per cent aro losing money. 


Now with the World Football League 


(WKL) off the ground, pro football hat 
the most prolific of all sports with 38 
clubs. Hockey has 28. basketball 28, base, 
bnll, 21, while tennis has 10 and soccer 
13. 
~ 


What a difference from, say, 15 years 


ago when the list was a cozy collection of 
42 or so in only four sports. 


Then every school kid on the block had 


a working knowledge of every team and, 
In season, could recite tho names of most 
of tho players. Today those who care 
can't even begin to keep track of all tho 
team nicknames. 


They are overwclmcd by Dears, Bulls, 


Lions, Tigers, Rams, Colts, Broncos, 
Bruins, Dolphins, Whalers, Gators, Lob- 
sters and While Caps as well as Eagles, 
Orioles, Flamingos and Penguins. 


There 
are also Cowboys, Indians, 


Gary 


Davidson 


Chiefs, Drawn and IteiUkins; Angels. 
Saints and even Klfilillng Saints; Astros, 
Cosmos, Comets, Stars and North Stan; 
Jets, Met*, Nets and Sets; Pirates and 
Haiders anil assorted extras such at 
Loves. Strings. Triangles. Atoms. Quakes 
and Alices, as well as such singular 
names as Sun. Storm. Fire and Dell. 


What Is behind tho siren call of pro 


sports that causes men to fall over each 
other In an endless rush to buy team 
franchises? 


First, there is tho excitement and 


glamor radiated by sports. To become a 
part of tho Inner workings und rub el- 
lows with assorted heroes on a first- 
name basis Is a longing of countless frus- 
trated Jocks with money. 


Second reason for tho explosion of 


sporU franchises, little known to the pub- 
lic that ultimately foots the bill, Is a 
scries of Intricate rulings by the Internal 
Revenue Service enabling sports entre- 
preneurs to write off their losses against 
other income. Often this reduces their 
real out-of-pocket losses to nothing.

The finals on Saturday, Oct. S, will be 
tolcvUcd nationally by the CBS television 
network.

Number four will meet number 
three with the winner meeting tho second 
ranking bowler. The winner of that 
match will meet tho lop seeded bowler in 
tho championship match.

to take a financial bath at tho outset, but 
hoping for better years ahead. Some 
drown In red Ink before those better 
years arrive, If ever, but the strongest 
part Is that most still manage to come 
out bent, but unbroken. 


That's because there always is a lineup 


of monled jocks waiting outside the door 
to pick up tho franchise and boll out the 
latest victim. And franchises almost in- 
variably escalate In selling price no mot- 
tor how dismally they have done on the 
balance sheet. 


Bob Short's recent profit of a cool mil- 


lion dollars on the sale of the Texas 
Rangers should renew tho faith of every 
other owner in pro sports. If Short can 
accomplish that on the track record of 
tho one-time Washington Senators, it's 
obvious the Mother Lode hasn't been 
mined out yet. 


Although sometimes it seems as 


though new teams sprout from the 
ground as if by magic, the key factor is 
the formation of new leagues. Young 
Gary Davidson Is a prime mover in this 
area. Once the Californian swings into 
action, the gathering of new owners and 
clubs to match is little more than a for- 
mality. 


Davidson is the Johnny Appleieed of 


pro sports. He launched the American 
Basketball Association to challenge the 
NBA, put together the World Hockey As- 
sociation to unmonopollie hockey from 
the NHL, and now Is a year Into his big- 
gest venture, the Wold Football League. 


While the established leagues dole out 


new franchises at a painfully slow pace, 
Davidson tosses entire new leagues into 
the picutre and turns everything upside 
down. 


Davidson, a 39-year-old Newport Beach 


attorney, has shaken pro sports by his 
ability to create new leagues strong 
enough to challenge the entrenched es- 
tablishment. 


Although he comes on like a prep 


school product with old money behind 
him, Davidson Is a tough, street-wise 
product of Compton, Calif. 


"Sports kept me out of jail," Davidson 


told one biographer. "In order to play 
sports, I had to have good grades. I got 
them." 


His playing was good enough to moke 


him a four-letter man (football, basket- 
ball, track and tennis) and his grades 
were good enough for UCLA and law 
school. 


His system is deceptively simple. He 


creates a new league simply by calling a 
press conference — and always awards 
himself the first franchise. Other would- 
be, owners flock to buy franchises of their 
own. Always the deal includes installing 
Davidson as league president at a salary 
befitting his lifestyle. 


His law firm is also assured of the new 


league's business — likely to be formi- 
dable as old leagues contest claim- 
Jumping, player-raids and the other tac- 
tics of interleague warfare. 


With the number of new teams coming 


Into being, competition is fueling player 
salaries to record heights. The scramble 
for talent suddenly intensifies, and Da- 
vidson becomes richer. His profit doesn't 
come from a well-operated club, but 
from an early sale of the franchise or 
two he always takes out for himself at 
the outset. 


Davidson's friends often profit too. 


When the WFL was spawned lost August, 
ho presented a franchise to Cleveland 
promoter Nick Mlleti who wasn't about 
to buck helmets with Browns-owner Art 
Modell. Mileti promptly sold his rights to 
Chicagoon Tom Origer and turned a 
$50,000 paper expense into a fast profit in 
the neighborhood of $400,000.

Officials must 
fight flooding 


Rep. .lock D. Williams, who Is 


not exactly n household word In tho 
Northwest suburbs even though his 
state house district includes n por- 
tion of DCS Plaincs. has come up 
with a two pronged attack on a 
serious suburban problem — flood- 
ing. 


Williams says flooding can only 


be curbed If, (1) there Is funding of 
massive water control projects, 
and (2) restrictions arc imposed on 
building In flood plain areas. 


The representative revealed this 


plan of attack recently when resi- 
dents of west suburban Lcydcn 
Township assembled to hear Wil- 
liams and other assorted flooding 
experts speak about the problem. 


Of course, there Is nothing new 


In any of this: local and regional 
planners discovered some time ago 
that flooding in the suburbs is 
caused by too much water with no- 
where to stop but in suburban 
basements; and unrestricted con- 
struction of new homes In flood 
plains which were known by farm- 
ers out here 100 years ago is going 
to mean wet living rooms. 


What makes Williams' approach 


of interest here, however, is not 
what he said but the very fact that 
it is Williams who brings up the 
matter of flooding. 


Public official Jack Williams has 


a unique perspective to the prob- 


lem of flooding. As both a member 
of the Illinois Legislature and the 
mayor of Franklin Park, Williams 
can thus speak at the same time 
for the two levels of local govern- 
ment which have done the least to 
alleviate suburban flooding. 


The Illinois legislature has done 


almost nothing in the way of solid 
land use planning which would re- 
strict indiscriminate building on 
flood plains. The General Assem- 
bly seems unmoved by the notion 
that good land use planning — 
backed up by stiff laws — Is the 
first step toward intelligent flood 
control. 


And as a suburban mayor, Wil- 


liams must know that it Is the com- 
petitive, conflicting nature of sub- 
urban governments which often 
leads to building and zoning plans 
which pay no heed to the resulting 
flooding of neighboring suburbs. 


Suburban flooding can be solved, 


but our mayors and legislators (or 
use the singular if you're dealing 
with Williams), cannot point to 
Washington or the Governor's of- 
fice for solutions. 


The best solutions rest with the 


legislature when they get around to 
good land planning, and with local 
suburban governments when they 
get around to cooperating on a re- 
gional basis.

stamps, programs benefiting senior citi- 
zens, or the much disputed funding of 
mental health programs and facilities. 
There is no question in my mind that our 
townships arc providing an Invaluable 
service to the community and it is Incon- 
cicvablc to me that any group could ob- 
ject to their functioning. 


Is there not a member of the group 


which is most vehemently opposed to 
federal revenue sharing funding of vari- 
ous mental health programs who at one 
time or another, cither directly or In- 
directly, has found it necessary to avail 
themselves of the services provided by 
those agencies? If not, you may find 
some comfort in knowing that your needs 
could also be met at an agency such as 
ours, despite your political views on town- 
ship spending of federal revenue shoring 
funds.

For those persons at high 
risk of community extrusion, this may be 
effected through medication manage- 
ment and/or intensive psychotherapy for 
a very nominal and often non-existent fee 
Hospltallzation or institutlonallzation, as 
was true in the past, is no longer the 
only alternative. And gone is the once 


Victorian shroud of secrecy, shame or 
disgrace which surrounded those persons 
who exhibited what Is now considered to 
be one of the commonest of human weak- 
nesses ... emotional stress expressed in 
a variety of ways. 


The purpose of writing this letter has 


not been directed towards justifying the 
support received through federal revenue 
sharing funds. One need only recognize 
the fact that our caseload has more than 
tripled since receiving our initial alloca- 
tion from the townships. Providing suf- 
ficient staff persons to service this dray- 
tic increase would have been virtually 
impossible without the aid of the federal 
revenue sharing funds. Is any further 
clarification necessary?

Dear Governor Walker: 
I heard you talk recently at a dinner 


meeting of the Financial Executives' In- 
stitute in Chicago. I was very much im- 
pressed with your businesslike approach. 
However, I would like to comment on 
one aspect of this state's responsibilities 
which does not appear to be run In a 
very businesslike manner.

November elections. 


The President signalled his political 


know-how with two references In his 
speech to Congress. The first was his re- 
mark, almost an aside, that he wasn't 
going to give a State of the Union ad- 
dress because "God willing, I will have 
at least three chances to do that." The 
emphasis here is on "at least" — which 
means Ford may very well be seeking 
election In 1976, and which says to Re- 
publicans as well as Democrats "don't 
get any ideas about running over me." 


The second was his "first specific 


request" — a call to voters to "Support 
your candidates, congressmen and sena- 
tors, Democrats or Republicans, con- 
servative or liberal, who consistently 
vote for tough decisions to cut the cost of 
government, restrain federal spending 
and bring inflation under control." 


It does not take deep meditation to re- 


alize that the President was not talking 
about Democrats and liberals when he 
urged support for budget-cutters. He was 
talking primarily about his own GOP, es- 
pecially the band of orthodox Republican 
loyalists he led in the House. 


In the spate of mid-Watergate pre- 


dictions about the prospects for this 
year's election, most of which foresaw 
heavy Republican losses in the House, it 
seemed obvious that the men who follow- 
ed the party most faithfully would be fa 
the most danger in November. These 
were the congressmen who consistently 
voted against establishing new domestic 
spending programs and fought hardest to 
keep appropriations bill from exceeding 
the President's budget. And, in the na- 
ture of things, they were the congress- 
men who stood by President Nixon the 
longest, opening themselves to attack in 
the campaign. 


Ford also was in the House when the 


old Republican-Southern Democratic coa- 
lition was at its peak, able to mold legis- 
lation in a more conservative cast than 
dominant northern and western Demo- 
crats wanted and able to thwart the will 
of President Kennedy. 


In urging election of non-spenders, 


Ford also was giving a boost to many 
Southern Democrats, who despite the 
dreams of many GOP theorists, have 
been able to hold the conservative side of 
the road in their districts and resist ef- 
forts to push them toward the liberal 
side. Ford Is realist enough to know that 
the GOP is not going to win many of 
these seats, and that he can have these 
Democratic votes on many issues If he 
does not get too partisan in dealing with 
the South. 


Finally, the Ford declaration of politi- 


cal war against spenders gets his Re- 
publican Party off the potentially embar- 
rassing campaign theme planned by 
GOP leaders before the Nixon resigna- 
tion. This was to blame Democratic-con- 
trolled Congress for the nation's woes, a 
reverse version of the line Harry Tru- 
man took in 1948. Truman won his presi- 
dential election but he made no friends 
in Capitol Hill with his "do nothing, good 
for nothing" Congress. He ended his 
presidency fighting bitterly with Con- 
gress, and that is something Gerald Ford 
does not want.

Schools anticipate little 
difficulty 


with student-records disclosure law

Parents of school children In the 


Northwest suburbs and across the nation 
will be able to walk Into their local 
school office and Inspect their child's 
school record when President Gerald 
Ford signs tho education bill on his desk 
Into law. 


Parents In Illinois have had that right 


for some time according to guidelines sot 
forth by the state office of education. The 
guldellnc» permit parents to look at 
school records and forbid the release of 
these records to unauthorized personnel 
without parental consent. 


And most school administrators In tho 


Northwest suburbs say they arc In com* 
plianco with these guidelines. They con- 
tend the new low will have little effect on 
them. 


THE LAW. THE Educational Amend- 


mcnts of 1074, was approved by Congress 
three weeks ago and Ford has promised 
to sign It tills week. 


Among the many provisions of the law 


Is a section on tho rights of privacy to 
parents and students. It spells out three 
basic rights. 


Parents, or studcnU over 18, will have 


the right to Inspect their school flics and 
may request a hearing to challenge the 
content of these files. No student files 
may be released to persons outside tho 
school without tho written consent of par- 
ents or students. And parents will have 
tho right to Inspect all Instructional ma- 
terials such as textbooks and films, used 
In a research or experimental program 
for their child. 


The new law will apply to all public 


elementary schools, high schools, com- 
munity colleges and universities. Schools 
that don't comply with the law can lose 
federal funds. 


"You'll find at least In this area, that 


schools are In line with tho proposed leg- 
islation. Should It be signed It would not 
come as a great shock," said Supt. Alan 
Gogo of East Maine Dlst. 63. Ho said 
tho Illinois education office saw the 
"handwriting on the wall" and wrote Its 
own guidelines to backup the new re- 
quirements. 


AT DIST. «a parents do Inspect their 


child's school record and records arc not 
released to others unless they are under 
subpeona. Parents arso are free to In- 
spect materials for new school pro- 
grams. 


"Before tho children actually use these 


materials we give the parents an oppor- 
tunity to come in," ho said.

25 said five years ago par- 
ents were not always allowed to see their 
child's cumulative file but "most school 
districts have liberalized the policy" In 
the lost two or three years. Parents at 
Dlst. 25 can now see their child's file by 
contacting their school principal, said 
Strong. 


Supt. Earl Sutler of Mount Prospect 


Dlst. 57 said he feels the new law is a 
good law. "Parents are Interested In 
what their students are doing and their 
progress. They should have access to in- 
formation on the progress they arc mak- 
ing." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert of High School 


Dist. 214 said the new low may stimulate 
more parents to come In to look at school 
records and Inspect classroom materials. 
"We offer quite a number of what we 
call experimental courses," he said, and 
parents have been allowed to Inspect the 
materials their children arc using in 
these courses. 


At Oakton Community College, John 


Donohue, vice president for student de- 
velopment, said Information on a stu- 
dent's record Is not given out without the 
student's consent 
Law enforcement 


agencies are no exception unless they 
have a subpoena, he said. Student 
records are confidential and are not re- 
leased without "a student's explicit or 
implicit consent." 


FRANKLYN S. HAIMAN, president of 


the Illinois division of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, said his office has h'/tt a 
few complaints of schools violating the 
confidentiality of student records. The 
school records Issue Is on the "frontier" 
of civil rights litigation, he said. 


Haiman said the ACLU does take a po- 


sition on the right of a parent or student 
to see the students school record. 


"We have taken the position generally 


that there shouldn't be anything in a stu- 
dent's records that he and his parents 
should not be able to see." And he adds, 
"Schools shouldn't divulge information 
on students without the knowledge or 
consent of the student or parents."

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The Fords come home, briefly, to Midwest 
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President Gerald R. Ford visited Chicago yesterday in his 


first trip outside of Washington since assuming the presiden- 
cy 10 days ago. After his arrival on Air Force One at O'Hare 
International Airport, where he was greeted by on enthusias- 
tic crowd, the President and Mrs. Ford were taken by motor- 
cade through Chicago and down Michigan Avenue to tho 
cheers of welcoming Chicagoans, and blaring bands. The 
President delighted hundreds of well-wishers by stepping 
from his car at one point on Michigan Avenue to shake hands 
with members of the crowd. Near the Conrad Hilton Hotel, 
where he addressed the 75th annual convention of the Veter- 
ans of Foreign Wars, thousands of Greek citizens were as- 
sembled to chant slogans urging U.S. action against Turkey 
in the current fighting over the island of Cyprus. Ford start- 
led tho members of the VFW with the announcement that he 
has ordered two cabinet officers to make a detailed study of 
the question of draft resistors in the Vietnam war, with the 
prospect of arriving at some limited form of amnesty.

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Ford to VFW: 
Neiv veteran head named, 
study of amnesty begun

President Gerald R. Ford startled a 


gathering of foreign war veterans Mon- 
day with the revelation that he Is exam- 
ining alternatives for amnesty for those 
who resisted participation in the Vietnam 
War. 


Delegates to the 73th national con- 


vention of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
roared their approval when the new 
President declared that "unconditional 
blanket amnesty for anyone who Illegally 
evaded or 
fled 
military service Is 


wrong." 


They sat in silence, however, when he 


went on to explain his stance on amnes- 
ty, an explanation that Included the 
statement, "I am throwing the weight of 
my presidency Into the scales of justice 
on the side of leniency." 


INVOKING THE names of Abraham 


Lincoln and Harry Truman, Ford de- 
clared. "I reject amnesty and I reject 
revenge." 


Indicating the priority which he had 


assigned to the matter of amnesty, the 
President reported that ho had Instruct- 
ed U.S. Atty. Gen. William Saxbc and 
Soc. of Defense James R. Schlesingcr to 
fully Investigate the known facts and le- 
gal precedents surrounding the question. 


Ford acknowledged the "supremo sac- 


rifice" of those who died In Vietnam and 
noted that he "kept thinking how young 
they were." 


Bui, he said, those who "committed the 


supreme folly of shirking their duty at the 
expense of others also were very young." 


They should, he said, "have a second 


chance." 


"All wars," said the four-year World 


War II Navy veteran, "arc the glory and 
the agony of the young." 


FORD'S DECLARATION on condition- 


al amnesty — he made It clear that soDie 
conditions must be Imposed, and coined 
the phrase "earned re-entry" over- 
shadowed the rest of his speech, the first 
major public statement outside the Capi- 
tal since he assumed office Aug. 9. 


Other than his remarks on amnesty, 


the veterans and their wives greeted the 
President's 
remarks 
warmly. 
They 


greeted with a standing ovation his ex- 
pected announcement of the appointment 
of Richard Roudcbush of Indiana, a for- 
mer notional commander of the VFW, as 
administrator of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 


The audience also applauded loudly the 


President's pledges to make the Veter- 
ans Administration more responsive to 
individual needs, to maintain service of 
veterans' hospitals, and to upgrade feder- 
al benefits for veterans of the Vietnam 
War. 


Wild applause greeted his declaration, 


"If we can send men thousands and thou- 
sands of miles from homo to fight In rice 
paddles, certainly we can send them 
back la school and to better jobs at 
home." 


Ford's first major public address was 


preceded by n motorcade from O'Hare 
International Airport to the Conrad Hil- 
ton Hotel, during which on enthusiastic 
crowd cheered him in the final leg of the 
trip down Michigan Avenue. 


THE PRESIDENT was accompanied 


in the motorcade by U.S. Rep. Samuel H. 
Young, (R-lOth), and NATO Ambassador 
Donald Rumsfeld, former North Shore 
congressman, who were among the

The fire protection district contracts 


with the fire department for its services, 
and In return pays the village both In tax 
dollars and equipment. 


Although most of the village lies within 


the fire protection district, the older sec- 
tion of town was not Included in the dis- 
trict when it was formed In the 1930s. As- 
a result, residents in the eastern section 
of town do not pay taxes to the fire pro- 
tection district. 


This year, the fire protection district is 


providing $235,000, or about half, of the 
fire department's $499,774 budget for 
1974-75. In addition, the district Is provid- 
ing about $40,000 for fire-fighting equip- 
ment. 


THIS LEAVES ABOUT $264,774 in fire 


department expenses that the village 
m u s t cover. Many residents have 
charged that this is double taxation, 
since village money is used In addition to 
funds raised by their fire protection dis- 
trict tax. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said there 


is no double taxation because the village 
docs not levy n fire tax. He admitted, 
however, tliat the funds used to support 
the fire department drain other village 
financial sources, and thus may have an 
indirect effect on residents' taxes. 


To provide more money for the fire de- 


partment, Passolt said his office Is now 
Investigating the possibility of levying a 
fire tax on that portion of the village that 
does not pay the fire protection district 
tax. "I think we're at the point where we 
have to do that," Passolt said, noting the 
growing needs of the fire department. 


The manager said that he Is not sura 


what Impact such a tax would have or 
whether It is legally possible. He said 
each parcel of property In the old section 
of the village will have to be researched 
to determine its assessed valuation. 


"That's why it's such a lengthy proj- 


ect," Passolt said. "It's a gargantuan 
thing to do." 


In addition to checking the assessed 


valuations to determine how much mon- 
ey the additional tax would produce, 
Passolt sold the village must check the 
legality of the tax and the area It would 
affect. "There are two things — can we 
tax and what the tax would be," Passolt 
said. 


IN 1905. THE village passed a referen- 


dum authorizing a municipal fire tax, 
which was to be used if the village dls- 
anncxed from the fire protection district. 
The tax was never levied, however, be- 
cause the course refused to allow Wheel- 
ing to leave the fire protection district, 
saying such action would leave part of 
the district without fire service. 


Passolt said the village might consider 


such action again if the proposed tax on 
the older section of town is not possible. 
He said the village might also investigate 
the possibility of having the older section 
of town annexed Into the fire protection 
district. 


Any action on the matter will not be 


taken for some time, according to Pas- 
solt. He said he expects some decision 
before next year's agreement is worked 
out with the fire protection district.

Clearbrook House, a part 
of community after 1 year

A first birthday passed quietly in 


Arlington Heights last month. Gear- 
brook House, a residence for moder- 
ately and mildly retarded adults, 
marked it* first year of existence 
with little fanfare, but much quiet 
satisfaction for those whoso lives 
have been changed by It. 


Twenty men and women ages 10 to 


47 live at Clearbrook House, located 
In the former convent of Our Lady of 
the Wayside Church, 432 S. Mitchell. 
During the day, the residents work in 
the community or at Clcnrbrook's 
vocational rehabilitation center In 
Elk Grove Village. In the evenings 
and on weekends, they return to tho 
college-dormitory atmosphere of tho 
house for dinner, fellowship and les- 
sons In caring for themselves. Clear- 
brook House's goal Is to prepare Its 
residents for Independent apartment 
living and a productive life. 


Tho Idea of a resident facility for 


retarded adults cvol >cd from Clear- 
brook Center's rehabilitation center, 
said Kenneth Jamsa, program direc- 
tor for Clearbrook Center headquar- 
tered In Rolling Meadows. As tho 
center began training and placing re- 
tarded adults for jobs In the commu- 
nity, the question of where they 
Mould live and how they would adjust 
to life after their parents died began 
to arise. Clearbrook House was tho 
answer. 


CI.KAItllltOOK SOUGHT several 


locations for tho adult residence, 
among them tho convent at Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School, now used 
by Northwest Human Resources De- 
velopment Center. It settled on Its 
present location after a neighborhood 
meeting approved tho Idea. 


"Two families objected at tho 


time," said a woman who lives down 
tho Direct from Clearbrook House. 
She said tho families wcro afraid 
property values might be affected by 
the residence's presence in tho area. 
One of the homeowners, never recon- 


ciled to tho presence of a retarded- 
adult living facility, sold his house 
and moved away. "But he didn't 
have any trouble selling his house," 
the woman added. 


There seems to be no neighborhood 


objection to Clearbrook House now. 
"I think It's great wo could have 
something like this," said another 
neighborhood woman. Children on 
tho block enjoy talking to tho resi- 
dents In the evenings and they some- 
times ride their bikes together, she 
added. 


The cost of residential living at 


Clearbrook House comes from the 
Social Security Adminlstiatlon, tho 
Illinois Dcpt. of Mental Health, and 
from the earnings of the residents. 
The residence receives approximate- 
ly $400 from the state for each resi- 
dent. Jamsa said that residents 
working in the community and earn- 
ing good salaries arc unfortunately 
penalized by this system; the more 
they earn themselves, tho less the 
state will contribute toward their 
room, board and training programs. 


INSIDE CLEAIIUROOK House in 


tho evenings, residents homo from 
work change Into jeans and T-shirts. 
They congregate In tho kitchen 
where their meals arc prepared for 
them. After dinner, they may do 
their laundry in the house's laundry 
room, watch TV in one of several 
lounges or on their own TV sets or 
listen to records in their rooms. The 
residents gather for weekly house 
meetings on Monday evenings to dis- 
cuss problems or Ideas. Throughout 
the week, they are given lessons In 
cooking simple meals, managing 
money, keeping themselves neat and 
clean, and getting along with others. 


A staff of four rotates so there Is 


always a staff person on duty when- 
ever tho residents are home. April 
Connor, 24, house manager of Clear- 
brook House, spends most evenings 
at the house, talking with and help- 
Ing tho residents adjust to Indepen- 


dent living. 


One year after tho residence's 


opening, she says the program struc- 
ture is more developed. Community 
volunteers are widely used for indi- 
vidual tutoring in math, spelling, 
money concepts and budgeting and 
reading. The house is always looking 
for more volunteers, persons are 
needed to drive residents to and from 
doctor and dentist appointments. 


Social relationships were difficult 


for the residents, she said, many of 
whom had never lived away from 
home or been away from their par- 
ents' protective care. Many of the 
residents had to be taught how to 
date, starting with simple TV or 
movie dates. Sex education and med- 
ical 'consultation are given several 
times each week by a local nurse. 
Now, several couples at Clearbrook 
House arc dating; one girl is serious- 
ly contemplating marriage In the 
near future, said Miss Connor. 


FAMILY 
RELATIONSHIPS be- 


tween residents and their parents 
have changed. 


Mrs. John Buzas, whose 19-year-old 


daughter Pom Tcrkct lives at Clear- 
brook House, said there have been 
many changes in her life since Pom 
went to the residence in March. 
"She's become more mature, is learn- 
ing to handle money, Is learning to 
get along with others and just seems 
more grown up," said Mrs. Buzas. 


Now that some of the residents 


have had one year of Clearbrook 
House's more independent lifestyle, 
some are looking forward to tho day 
when they can move out into apart- 
ments of their own. Others, however, 
will probably always need somo sort 
of help and supervision. 


"We know there are several people 


who will never make it on their 
own," said Miss Connor. For these 
people, Clearbrook House will re- 
main their home until shelter caro 
(permanently supervised) residences 
are available.

The new home-arts program In Wheel- 


ing-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21 Junior high 
schools will start on schedule next week, 
although facilities will be limited. 


New wings arc being added to Holmes, 


Cooper and London junior high schools to 
accommodate the new program that will 
include both home economics and indus- 
trial arts or shop courses for seventh and 
eighth graders. 


The addition to London Junior High 


School is expected to be completed when 
classes begin Thursday, Aug. 29, but the 
work at the other two schools may not be 
done for several weeks. 


Cement work at London was finished 


before the cement truck drivers' strike 
earlier this summer, but the floors could 
not be poured at the other two schools 
until the strike was settled. Problems in 
obtaining roofing insulation also slowed 
c o n s t r u c t i o n progress at all three 
schools. 


LARRY WEAVER, principal of Cooper 


Junior High School, sold Monday he 
thinks the home-arts classrooms and labs 
at that school would be ready about Sept. 
1. Until then, he said, home-arts students 
will use other classrooms. 


The addition to Cooper also includes 


three regular classrooms which Weaver 
said will probably take several weeks 
longer to complete. 


Committee 
to study 
IGE program 


A citizens committee will be appointed 


by the School Dlst. 96 Board of Educa- 
tion to study the Individually Guided 
Education (IGE) open-school curriculum 
in the district. 


The IGE program has been in oper- 


ation for two years of a five-year imple- 
mentation schedule in Dlst. 96, which 
serves the Lake County section of Buf- 
falo Grove and Long Grove. 


The school board decided to appoint 


the citizens committee last week, after 
questions and criticism of the IGE pro- 
gram in recent weeks by Dist. 96 resi- 
dents. 


The school board's community rela- 


tions committee will undertake the 
evaluation of IGE. 


Board member Thomas Rusk, who will 


serve as chairman of the group, said 
nine committee members will be chosen 
from among volunteers, with five from 
Buffalo Grove, two from Long Grove and 
one resident of an inlncorporated area of 
the district. 


RUSK 
HAS ESTABLISHED three 


broad guidelines for the committee, ask- 
ing residents to study: 


• The IGE program as it exists today 


in relation to the student, the parent, the 
faculty 
and the 
administration, the 


school board and the community as a 
whole. 


• Discipline In Dlst. 96 schools. 
• Curriculum and school activities as 


they relate to the students, parents and 
faculty. 


At least one Dlst. 96 resident has called 


on the board to hire an outside con- 
sultant to provide a professional eval- 
uation of the IGE program. 


RUSK SAID THE committee may con- 


clude that a professional consultant Is 
needed, and If so, the board will consider 
hiring one. Approximately $5,000 is in- 
cluded In the 1974-75 tentative budget for 
a consultant's salary in case it's needed. 


Tire COMMITTEE IS scheduled to 


convene shortly after Labor Day. A tar- 
get date of Feb. 1 has been set for the 
group to present its findings to the school 
board.

State asks U.S. 
to OK interchange 
at Biesterfield Rd.

Though still a long way off, a proposed 


i n t e r c h a n g e on Interstate 90 at 
Biesterfield Road in Elk Grove Village 
has taken a step toward becoming real- 
ity. 
' 


Officials of the Illinois Dcpt. of Trans- 


portation in Springfield said Monday that 
they have sent a request for construction 
of the interchange to the Federal High- 
way Administration in Washington, D. C. 


It probably will take at least two 


months before federal highway officials 
will act on the request, according to John 
Burke, spokesman for the state trans- 
portation department. 


If federal approval Is received, prelim- 


inary work on acquiring the interchange 
can begin such as developing environ- 
mental impact studies and holding public 
hearings on the proposed interchange in 
Elk Grove Village, according to Burke. 


OFFICIALS AT Alexian Brothers Mod- 


ical Center in Elk Grove Village started 
the drive for the interchange late last 
year, citing the fact that on interchange 
would cut travel time of emergency ve- 
hicles coming hi from the north and west 
by some five minutes. 


Emergency vehicles coming from sub- 


urbs north and west of the h>spital now 
use 1-90, exiting at Thornciale Avenue, 
and then travel back up old 111. Rte. 53 to 
Biesterfield Road and the hospital. If an 
i n t e r c h a n g e were constructed at 
Blesterflcld Road, the need to double 
back would be eliminated and the dis- 
tance to the hospital would be shortened 
by about three miles. 


The hospital led a drive for signatures 


in support of the interchange and has 
presented about 17,000 signatures to 
State Secretary of Transportation Lang- 
home Bond. 


The report to the Federal Highway Ad- 


ministration was prepared by the region- 
al office of the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation in Chicago. 


BOTH THE VILLAGES of Schaumburg 


and Elk Grove Village have also become 
Involved in the quest for an interchange 
to provide quicker access to Alexian 
Brothers. 


Officials from both villages hope to 


eventually extend Biesterfield Road from 
Rohlwing Road, westward to hook up 
with an extension of Schaumburg's Wise 
Road.

President Gerald R. Ford startled a 


gathering of foreign war veterans Mon- 
day with the revelation that he Is exam- 
ining alternatives for amnesty for those 
who resisted participation In the Vietnam 
War. 


Delegates to the 73th national con- 


vention of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
roared their approval when the new 
President declared that "unconditional 
blanket amnesty for anyone who Illegally 
evaded or 
fled 
military service Is 


wrong." 


They sat In silence, however, when he 


went on to explain his stance on amnes- 
ty, an explanation that Included the 
statement, "I am throwing the weight of 
my presidency Into the scales of justice 
on the side of leniency." 


INVOKING TIIK names of Abraham 


Lincoln nnd Harry Truman, Ford de- 
clared, "I reject amnesty and I reject 
revenge." 


Indicating the priority which he had 


assigned to the matter of amnesty, the 
President reported that he had Instruct- 
ed U.S. Atty.

rifice" of those who died In Vietnam and 
noted that he "kept thinking how young 
they were." 


Uut, he said, those who "committed the 


supremo folly of shirking their duty at the 
expense of others also were very young." 


They should, he said, "have n second 


chance." 


"All wars," said the four-year World 


War II Navy veteran, "arc the glory and 
the agony of the young." 


FORD'S DECLARATION on condition- 


al amnesty — he made It clear that sofno 
conditions must be Imposed, and coined 
the phrase "earned re-entry" over- 
shadowed the rest of his speech, the first 
major public statement outside the Capi- 
tal since ho assumed office Aug. 9. 


Other than his remarks on amnesty, 


the veterans and their wives greeted the 
President's 
remarks 
warmly. 
They 


greeted with a standing ovation his ex- 
pected announcement of the appointment 
of Richard Roudcbush of Indiana, a for- 
mer national commander of the VFW, as 
administrator of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 


The audience also applauded loudly the 


President's pledges to make the Veter- 
ans Administration more responsive to 
individual needs, to maintain service of 
veterans' hospitals, nnd to upgrade feder- 
al benefits for veterans of the Vietnam 
War. 


Wild applause greeted his declaration, 


"If we can send men thousands and thou- 
sands of miles from home to fight in rlco 
paddles, certainly we can send them 
back to school and to better jobs at 
home." 


Ford's first major public address was 


preceded by a motorcade from O'Haro 
International Airport to the Conrad Hil- 
ton Hotel, during which an enthusiastic 
crowd cheered him in the final leg of tho 
trip down Michigan Avenue. 


THE PRESIDENT was accompanied 


in the motorcade by U.S. Rep. Samuel H, 
Young, (R-IOth), and NATO Ambassador 
Donald Rumsfeld, former North Shore 
congressman, who were among the

not be poured at the other two schools 
until the strike was settled. Problems in 
obtaining roofing ins'ilatlon also slowed 
c o n s t r u c t i o n progress at all three 
schools.

Older parts of Wheeling 
may pay special fire tax

Wheeling officials are considering n 


new tax for parts of the village that have 
so for escaped paying taxes for fire pro- 
tection. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the 


village Is weighing a special tax on that 
portion of the village not in tho Wheeling 
Rural Fire Protection District. Ho said 
the special tax wat proposed this year as 
a way of providing additional revenue for 
the Wheeling Fire Dcpt. 


The fire protection district contracts 


with the (ire department for iLi services, 
and In return pays the village both In tax 
dollars and equipment. 


Although most of the village lies within 


the fire protection district, tho older sec- 
tion of town was not Included In tho dis- 
trict when It was formed In the 1950s. As- 
a result, resident* in the eastern section 
of town do not pay taxes to the firo pro- 
tection district. 


Tills year, the fire protection district Is 


providing $233,000, or about half, of the 
fire department's $-199,774 budget for 
1974-75. In addition, the district Is provid- 
ing about $40,000 for (Ire-fighting equip- 
ment. 


THIS LEAVES ABOUT $204,774 in firo 


department expenses that the village 
m u s t cover. Many residents have 
charged that this is double taxation, 
since village money is used In addition to 
funds raised by their fire protection dis- 
trict tax. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said there 


is no double taxation because the village 
docs not levy a firo tax. He admitted, 
however, that the funds used to support 
Die fire department drain other village 
financial sources, and thus may have an 
Indirect clfecl on residents' taxes. 


To provide more money for the fire de- 


partment, I'nssolt said his office Is now 
Investigating the possibility of levying a 
fire tax on that portion of the village that 
docs not pay the fire protection district 
tax. "I think we're at tho point where wo 
have to do that," Passolt said, noting tho 
growing needs of tho firo department. 


The manager said that he is not sure 


what impact such a tax would have or 
whether It Is legally possible. He said 
each parcel of property in the old section 
of the village will have to bo researched

Junior High School, said Monday he 
thinks the home-arts classrooms and labs 
at that school would be ready about Sept.

Unlike Coop- 
er, classroom space is not a problem at 
Holmes. The old cafeteria and reading 
lab will be used until the construction is 
completed, Johnson said. 


The $1.11 million In junior high school 


additions Is being financed by funds re- 
maining from the 1970 school referendum 
and money from the special education 
levy.

signed to a suit against the Village of 
Long Grove by Blanche Kloman, own- 
er of 75 acres at the southwest cor- 
ner of Arlington Heights and Checker 
roads.

tions committee 
will undertake the 


evaluation of IGE. 


Board member Thomas Rusk, who will 


serve as chairman of tho group, said 
nine committee members will be chosen 
from among volunteers, with five from 
Buffalo Grove, two from Long Grove and 
one resident of an inincorporatcd area of 
the district. 


RUSK 
HAS 
ESTABLISHED three 


broad guidelines for the committee, ask- 
ing residents to study: 


• The IGE program as it exists today 


in relation to the student, the parent, the 
faculty 
and the administration, tho 


school board and the community as a 
whole. 


• Discipline in Dist. 9G schools. 
• Curriculum and school activities as 


they relate to the students, parents and 
faculty. 


At least one Dist. 96 resident has called 


on the board to hire an outside con- 
sultant to provide a professional eval- 
uation of the IGE program. 


RUSK SAID THE committee may con- 


clude that a professional consultant is 
needed, and if so, the board will consider 
hiring one. Approximately $5,000 is in- 
cluded in the 1974-75 tentative budget for 
a consultant's salary in case it's needed. 


THE COMMITTEE IS scheduled to 


convene shortly after Labor Day. A tar- 
get date of Feb. 1 has been set for the 
group to present its findings to the school 
board.

Clearbrook House, a part 
of community after 1 year

A first birthday passed quietly in 


Arlington Heights last month. Clear- 
brook House, a residence for moder- 
ately ami mildly retarded adults, 
marked Its first year of existence 
with little fanfare, but much quiet 
satisfaction for those whose lives 
hn\o been changed by It. 


Twenty men and women ages 19 to 


47 live at Clearbrook House, located 
In the former convent of Our Lady of 
the Wayside Church, 432 S. Mitchell. 
During tho day, tho residents work In 
the community or at Clcarbrook's 
vocational rehabilitation center In 
Elk Grotc Village. In the evenings 
and on wcckcndi, they return to the 
college-dormitory atmosphere of tho 
house for dinner, fellowship and les- 
sons In caring for themselves. Clear- 
brook House's goal Is to prepare Us 
resident* for Independent apartment 
Ihlng and a productive life. 


The Idea of a resident facility for 


retarded adults evolved from Clear- 
brook Center's rehabilitation center, 
said Kenneth Jamsa, program direc- 
tor for Clearbrook Center headquar- 
tered in Rolling Meadows. As the 
center began training and placing re- 
tarded adults for jobs In the commu- 
nity, the question of whcro they 
would live and how they would adjust 
to life after I heir parents died began 
tn nrise. Clearbrook House was the 
answer. 


CI.I:AIIIIIIOOK SOUGHT several 


location,-! for tho adult residence, 
among them the convent at Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School, now used 
by Northwest Human Resources De- 
velopment Center. It settled on Its 
present location after a neighborhood 
meeting approved the Idea. 


"Two families objected at the 


time." said n woman who lives down 
the street from Clearbrook House. 
She said tho families were afraid 
property values might bo affected by 
tho residence's presence In tho area. 
Ono of tho homeowners, never recon- 


ciled to tho presence of a retarded- 
adult living facility, sold his house 
and moved away. "But he didn't 
have any trouble selling his house," 
the woman added. 


There seems to be no neighborhood 


objection to Clearbrook House now. 
"I think it's great wo could have 
something liko tills," said another 
neighborhood woman. Children on 
the block enjoy talking to the resi- 
dents In tho evenings and they some- 
times ride their bikes together, she 
added. 


The cost of residential living at 


Clearbrook House comes from the 
Social Security Administration, the 
Illinois Dcpt. of Mental Health, and 
from the earnings of the residents. 
The residence receives approximate- 
ly $400 from the state for each resi- 
dent. Jamsa said that residents 
working in the community and earn- 
ing good salaries are unfortunately 
penalized by this system; the more 
they earn themselves, tho less the 
stale will contribute toward their 
room, board and training programs. 


INSIDE CLEAHKHOOK House in 


the evenings, residents homo from 
work change into jeans and T-shirts. 
They congregate in tho kitchen 
whcro their meals arc prepared for 
them. After dinner, they may do 
their laundry In the house's laundry 
room, watch TV in one of several 
lounges or on their own TV sets or 
listen to records in their rooms. The 
residents gather for weekly house 
meetings on Monday evenings to dis- 
cuss problems or Ideas. Throughout 
the week, they arc given lessons in 
cooking simple meals, managing 
money, keeping themselves neat and 
clean, and getting along with others. 


A staff of four rotates so there Is 


always a staff person on duty when- 
ever tho residents are home. April 
Connor, 24, houso manager of Clear- 
brook House, spends most evenings 
at the house, talking with and help- 
ing the residents adjust to indepen- 


dent living. 


Ono year after the residence's 


opening, she soys the program struc- 
ture is more developed. Community 
volunteers arc widely used for indi- 
vidual tutoring in math, spelling, 
money concepts and budgeting and 
reading. Tho houso is always looking 
for more volunteers, persons are 
needed to drive residents to and from 
doctor and dentist appointments. 


Social relationships were difficult 


for the residents, she said, many of 
whom had never lived away from 
homo or been away from their par- 
ents' protective care. Many of the 
residents had to be taught how to 
date, starting with simple TV or 
movie dates. Sex education and med- 
ical consultation arc given several 
times each week by a local nurse. 
Now, several couples at Clearbrook 
House arc dating; one girl Is serious- 
ly contemplating marriage In the 
near future, said Miss Connor. 


FAMILY RELATIONSHIPS be- 


tween residents and their parents 
have changed. 


Mrs. John Buzas, whose 19-year-old 


daughter Pam Tcrket lives at Clear- 
brook House, said there have been 
many changes in her life siccc Pam 
went to the residence In March. 
"She's become more mature, is learn- 
ing to handle money, Is learning to 
get along with others and just seems 
more grown up," said Mrs. Buzas. 


Now that some of the residents 


have had one year of Clearbrook 
House's more independent lifestyle, 
some are looking forward to the day 
when they can move out Into apart- 
ments of their own. Others, however, 
will probably always need some sort 
of help and supervision. 


"We know there are several peoplo 


who will never make it on their 
own," sold Miss Connor. For these 
people, Clenrbrook Houso will re- 
main their home until shelter care 
(permanently supervised) residences 
arc available.

gram, said 80 donors gave blood at Sun- 
day's special drawing. "We didn't reach 
what we had expected to reach, but wo 
did receive enough blood," he said. 


In addition to replacing blood required 


by Sharkey, 25, of 444 W. Strong St., the 
drive enabled the blood plan to cover the 
needs of a second, 16-year-old local leu- 
kemia patient and the regular demands 
of village residents, Bronson said. 


BRONSON SAID THE special blood 


drawing would not have been necessary 
if residents had donated enough blood for 
tho plan to meet its 700-pint quota. This 
figure represents approximately four per 
cent 
of Wheeling's population, the 


amount nationally estimated to cover all 
blood replacement needs. 


This year the blood plan, sponsored by 


the Wheeling Jaycecs, has collected only 
396 pints, including the 80 pints donated 
Sunday. 


According to tho terms of the plan, the 


blood needs of all residents are covered 
for one year once the program reaches 
its quota. If the quota is not reached, the 
plan can use only the amount of blood 
which has been collected from residents. 


Miller nearly

on Iho side of leniency." 


INVOKING THE names of Abraham 


Lincoln and Harry Truman, Ford de- 
clared, "I reject amnesty and I reject 
revenge." 


Indicating the priority which he had 


assigned to the matter of amnesty, the 
President reported that he had instruct- 
ed U.S. Atty. Gen. William Saxbc and 
Sec. of Defense James R. Schlcslngcr to 
fully investigate the known facts and le- 
gal precedents surrounding the question. 


Ford acknowledged the "supreme sac- 


rifice" of those who died In Vietnam and 
noted that he "kept thinking how young 
they were." 


Out. he said, those who "committed the 


iiiprcmc folly of shirking their duty at the 
expense of others also were very young." 


They should, ho said, "have a second 


chance." 


"All wars," said the four-year World 


War II Navy veteran, "are tho glory and 
the agony of the young." 


FORD'S DECLARATION on condition- 


al amnesty — ho made It clear that some 
conditions must be Imposed, and coined 
the phrase "earned re-entry" over- 
shadowed tho rest of his speech, the first 
major public statement outside the Capi- 
tal since he assumed office Aug. 9. 


Other than his remarks on amnesty, 


the veterans and their wives greeted the

greeted with a standing ovation his ex- 
pected announcement of tho appointment 
of Richard Roudcbush of Indiana, a for- 
mer national commander of the VFW, as 
administrator of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 


The audience also applauded loudly tho 


President's pledges to moke tho Veter- 
ans Administration more responsive to 
individual needs, to maintain service of 
veterans' hospitals, and to upgrade feder- 
al benefits for veterans of tho Vietnam 
War. 


Wild applause greeted his declaration, 


"If we can send men thousands and thou- 
sands of miles from home to fight in rice 
paddles, certainly we con send them 
bock to school and to better jobs a*, 
home." 


Ford's first major public address was 


preceded by a motorcade from O'Haro 
International Airport to the Conrad Hil- 
ton Hotel, during which an enthusiastic 
crowd cheered him In the final leg of tho 
trip down Michigan Avenue.

State asks U.S. 
to OK interchange 
at Biesterfield Rd.

Though still a long way off, a proposed 


I n t e r c h a n g e on Interstate 90 at 
Biesterfield Road in Elk Grove Village 
has taken a step toward becoming real- 
ity. 


Officials of the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 


portation in Springfield said Monday that 
they have sent a request for construction 
of the interchange to the Federal High- 
way Administration in Washington, D. C. 


It probably will take at least two 


months before federal highway officials 
will act on the request, according to John 
Burke, spokesman for tho state trans- 
portation department. 


If federal approval is received, prelim- 


inary work on acquiring the interchange 
can begin such as developing environ- 
mental impact studies and holding public 
hearings on the proposed interchange in 
Elk Grove Village, according to Burke. 


OFFICIALS AT Alexian Brothers Med- 


ical Center in Elk Grove Village started 
the drive for the interchange late last 
year, citing the fact that an Interchange 
would cut travel time of emergency ve- 
hicles corning in from the north and west 
by some five minutes. 


Emergency vehicles coming from sub- 


urbs north and west of the hospital now 
use 1-90, exiting at Thomdale Avenue, 
and then travel back up old III. Rtc. 53 to 
Biesterfield Road and the hospital. If an 
i n t e r c h a n g e were constructed at 
Biesterfield Road, the need to double 
back would be eliminated and the dis- 
tance to the hospital would be shortened 
by about three miles. 


The hospital led a drive for signatures 


in support of the interchange and has 
presented about 17,000 signatures to 
State Secretary of Transportation Lang- 
home Bond. 


The report to the Federal Highway Ad- 


ministration was prepared by the region- 
al office of the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation in Chicago. 


BOTH THE VILLAGES of Schaumburg 


and Elk Grove Village have also become 
involved in the quest for an interchange 
to provide quicker access to Alexian 
Brothers. 


Officials from both villages hope to 


eventually extend Biesterfield Road from 
Rohlwing Road, westward to hook up 
with an extension of Schaumburg's Wise 
Road. 


Schools table boundary controversy 


Unable to make a decision on boundary 


changes which would send Mount Pros-

IT IS UNCLEAR whether the matter 


will be settled before school starts Sept. 
3, the date of the board's next meeting. A 
special meeting, however, may be called 
to resolve tho problem. 


An estimated 15 students would be af- 


fected this fall If the committee's recom- 
mendation was approved. Students in- 
volved in the boundary change would 
come from three apartment complexes 
under construction near the area of 
Bussc and Algonquin roads in Mount 
Prospect. 


The boundary change would eventually 


send an estimated 59 children from For- 
est Cove and Crystal Towers apartments 
to Brentwood School. An estimated 26 
children from Laurel Estates apartments 
would eventually go to High Ridge 
Knolls. 


Parents from the two DCS Plalnes 


schools objected to the boundary change 
on the grounds that two Mount Prospect 
schools, Forest View and Robert Frost, 
were closer to Jay than the two Des 
Plaincs schools.

"By next week our report will tell us 


exactly which models have deficiencies 


and what models are constructed where. 
When a resident calls and tells us where 
he lives we will know what possible code 
deficiencies to tell him to look for," said 
Rettenbacher. 


The commissioner said inspectors have 


inspected one of each model built by the 
builder from 1966 to lost year. 


"AS OF A year ago we knew what 


problems to look for, like insufficient 
venting in a furnace room and too short 
chimney terminations and required those 
corrections on buildings before passing 
them on Inspection," said Rettenbacher. 


"Unfortunately many homes, one of 


them my own, were built with such 
deficiencies," he added.

tration inspectors due to the fact that 
most Centex homes mortgages were FHA 
approved and the village building depart- 
ment had a skeleton staff. 


RETTENBACHER ADMITS that some 


code violations, like too small venting 
grills to furnace rooms, wero approved 
by the village building department in 
the last few years since the village took 
over inspections. 


"We did not knowingly pass code defi- 


ciencies, but were not aware of what to 
look for before last year," he said. 


"Our manpower was not what we 


would have liked It to be, but what was 
possible within the budget. And frankly 
we were not as conversant with the fire 
protection code as we should have been 
or now are," he said. 


The commissioner said inspectors now 


know what to look for. Rettenbacher said 
the building department is making every 
attempt to check as many homes as pos- 
sible for code or furnace defects. 


He said that it is not easy to determine 


if an air register Is too small. "We know 
now that a visual size check is not proof 
that the required amount of free air is 
going through a grill into a furnace 
room." 


Rettenbacher said often the angle of 


louvers or other obstructions can sub- 
stantially block air. 


As an example even when a register or 


louvered grill is the required 12-inch by 
12-inch size it can, if the angle of the 
louvers is wrong or openings of the grill 
inadequate, be too small.

School district bus chief praises their dependability

The new director of transportation 


for Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 
15 says housewives moke the best 
school bus drivers. And he should 
know, having supervised a large con- 
tract school bus firm for 10 years be- 
fore coming to Dist. 15. 


"Housewives are our best source of 


drivers," says Donald Weldner, for- 
mer general manager for Rltzentha- 
Icr Bus Lines. Weldner says they 
make very dependable drivers, and 
he'd like at least 65 per cent of his 
driving staff at Dist. 15 to be house- 
wives. This would cut down on driver 
turnover, which he says is one of 
transportation's biggest problems. 
' 


Weldner, 45, a resident of Wheel- 


ing, began work at Dlst. 15 Aug. 1, 
fulfilling his long-held ambition of 
working for a school district. He re- 
placed the late Waldo Tinsley, who 
managed the district's transportation 
program from July, 1968 until his 
death this summer. 


WEIDNER BEGAN HIS working 


career as a retail milk deliverer. In 
the days before the neighborhood su- 


permarkets, Weidner says the milk- 
man who sold door-to-door did a very 
profitable business. With their work 
done in the morning, it was natural 
for retailers to drive school buses In 
the afternoons, he says. Weldner 
worked his way up from a driver to 
general manager of Ritzenthaler, 
watching the firm triple in size. 


Weidner now has primary responsi- 


bility for Dlst. 15's 63 buses and 70 to 
75 bus drivers. He oversees the train- 
ing and hiring of bus drivers, mainte- 
nance of school buses, routing and 
scheduling of pickups and dropoffs 
and all the little jobs in between. 


School busts, worth $11,700 to 


$12,000 each, must be safety in- 
spected twice per year by the state. 
Brakes arc checked once per year or 
every 20,000 miles. Although bus re- 
pairs now are handled by local truck 
dealers, Weidner hopes to have more 
work done by the transportation de- 
partment itself. He has hired a me- 
chanic to begin working later this 
month, and hopes to add another me- 
chanic soon. 


Right now, Weidner is preparing 


bus routes for the beginning of the 
new school year. He says this job is 
usually a headache only once a year. 
If a district's population and school 
boundaries remain the same, there is 
usually little problem in carrying 
over last year's schedule. But Dist. 
15, which often changes attendance 
boundaries because of shifts in popu- 
lation, is not a predictable routing 
job, he says. 


ONE OF THE in-between jobs is 


considering the various state and 
federal specifications for school bus 
safety. Several ideas are being 
tossed around by the Illinois General 
Assembly, Weidner says, one of 
which would add amber warning 
lights to the back and front of buses 
where red stopping lights now appear. 


This "eight-light system" (a total 


of eight lights would appear on the 
front and back of the bus), if passed, 
would be incorporated in all newly- 
manufactured buses. But opposition 
to the bill lies in the fact that school 
districts and contracting firms prob- 


Township roads chief wants 
'illegal9 annexations fixed 


Palatine Township Highway Comr. 


Robert L. Bergman has sent letters to 
officials In Palatine, Rolling Meadows 
and Hoffman Estates, asking them to 
take steps to correct what he considers 
illegal street annexations. 


Bergman said several street annexa-

Two linked to burglary

School district bus chief praises their dependability

"Housewives are our best source of 


-" drivers," soys Donald Weidncr, for- 


mer general manager for Rltzentha- 


, Icr Bus Linos.'Weidner says they 


moke very dependable drivers, and 
he'd like at least 65 per cent of his 


. 
driving staff at Dist. 15 to be house- 
wives. This would cut down on driver 


i 
turnover, which he says is one of 


1 
transportation's biggest problems. 


Weidncr, 45, a resident of Wheel- 


ing, began work at Dist. 15 Aug. 1, 
; fulfilling his long-held ambition of 


working for a school district. He re- 
placed the late Waldo Tinslcy, who 
managed the district's transportation 
program from July, 1968 until his 
death this summer. 


WEIDNER BEGAN HIS working 


career as a retail milk deliverer. In 
the days before the neighborhood su- 


permarkets, Weidncr says the milk- 
man who sold door-to-door did a very 
profitable business. With their work 
done in the morning, it was natural 
for retailers to drive school buses In 
the afternoons, he says. Weidncr 
worked his way up from a driver to 
general manager of Ritzenthaler, 
watching the firm triple in size. 


Weidner now has primary responsi- 


bility for Dist. 15's 63 buses and 70 to 
75 bus drivers. He oversees the train- 
ing and hiring of bus drivers, mainte- 
nance of school buses, routing and 
scheduling of pickups and dropoffs 
and all the little Jobs In between. 


School buses, worth $11,700 to 


$12,000 each, must be safety in- 
spected twice per year by the state. 
Brakes are checked once per year or 
every 20,000 miles. Although bus re- 
pairs now are handled by local truck 
dealers, Weidner hopes to have more 
work done by the transportation de- 
partment itself. He has hired a me- 
chanic to begin working later this 
month, and hopes to add another me- 
chanic soon. 


Right now, Weidncr is preparing 


bus routes for the beginning of the 
new school year. He says this job is 
usually a headache only once a year. 
If a district's population and school 
boundaries remain the same, there is 
usually little problem in carrying 
over last year's schedule. But Dist. 
15, which often changes attendance 
boundaries because of shifts in popu- 
lation, is not a predictable routing 
job, he says. 


ONE OF THE in-between jobs is 


considering the various state and 
federal specifications for school bus 
safety. Several ideas are being 
tossed around by the Illinois General 
Assembly, Weidner says, one of 
which would add amber warning 
lights to the back and front of buses 
where red stopping lights now appear. 


This "eight-light system" (a total 


of eight lights would appear on the 
front and back of the bus), if passed, 
would be incorporated in all newly- 
manufactured buses. But opposition 
to the bill lies in the fact that school 
districts and contracting firms prob- 


ably would have to add the lights to 
all existing buses, he says. 


"I don't know what the cost would 


be," Weidncr says, but he notes that 
four lights, inside wiring and switch- 
ing systems would be required in 
each bus to meet state standards. 


Another bus standards program is 


being sponsored by the federal gov- 
ernment, he says. This program, 
known as Standard 17, would make 
school buses across the nation ex- 
actly the same In color, markings 
and safety standards. Weidncr says, 
once again, the cost of making over 
existing buses to meet new standards 
is being fought in state legislatures. 


WEIDNER ALREADY has taken a 


close look at Dist. 15 buses. A new 
special education bus, equipped with 
a pneumatic lift for wheelchairs, is 
not quite up to specifications, he 
says. 


These shortcomings will be dis- 


cussed with the bus dealer's repre- 
sentative. "After all," Weidner says, 
"we transport people's children, the 
most precious commodity there is. 
There's no value on that." 


Township roads chief wants 
'illegal' annexations fixed 


Palatine Township Highway Comr. 


Robert L. Bergman has sent letters to 
officials in Palatine, Rolling Meadows 
and Hoffman Estates, asking them to 
take steps to correct what ho considers 
illegal street annexations. 


Bergman said several street annexa- 


tions within the last nine years arc ille- 
gal since only part of the right-of-way 
was annexed by the municipalities. A 
1965 law requires a municipality to annex 
the entire right-of-way. 


Illegal annexations by municipalities 


could result in a loss of federal revenue 
sharing funds to the municipalities, said 
Bergman. He added he believes the prob- 
lem was simply a technicality and would 
be resolved without a loss of funds. 


Resolution of the problem will also 


scttlo tho question of what governing 
body will maintain the streets, said Berg- 
man.

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Ford to VFW: 
Neiv veteran head named, 
study of amnesty begun

President Gerald R. Ford startled a 


gathering of foreign war veterans Mon- 
day with the revelation that he Is exam- 
ining alternatives for amnesty (or those 
who resisted participation In the Vietnam 
War. 


Delegates to the 75th national con* 


vcntlon of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
roared their approval when the new 
President declared that "unconditional 
blanket amnesty for anyone who illegally 
evaded or fled military service is 
wrong." 


They sat In silence, however, when ho 


went on to explain his stance on amnes- 
ty, an explanation that included the 
statement, "I am throwing the weight of 
my presidency Into the scales of justice 
on the side of leniency." 


INVOKING THE names of Abraham 


Lincoln and Harry Truman, Ford de- 
clared. "1 reject amnesty and 1 reject 
revenge." 


Indicating the priority which he had 


assigned to the matter of amnesty, the 
President reported that he had instruct- 
ed U.S. Ally. Gen. William Saxbe and 
Sec. of Defense James R. Schlcslngcr to 
fully investigate the known facts and lo- 
gal precedents surrounding the question. 


Ford acknowledged the "supreme sac- 


rifice" of those who died In Vietnam and 
noted that he "kept thinking how young 
they were." 


But, ho said, those who "committed the 


supreme folly of shirking their duty at the 
expense of others also were very young." 


They should, he said, "have a second 


chance." 


"All wars," said the four-year World 


War II Navy veteran, "arc the glory and 
the agony of the young." 


FORD'S DECLARATION on condition- 


al amnesty — he made It clear that some 
conditions must be imposed, and coined 
the phrase "earned re-entry" over- 
shadowed the rest of his speech, the first 
major public statement outside the Capi- 
tal since he assumed office Aug. 9. 


Other than his remarks on amnesty, 


the veterans and their wives greeted the 
President's 
remarks 
warmly. 
They 


greeted with a standing ovation his ex- 
pected announcement of the appointment 
of Richard Roudcbush of Indiana, a for- 
mer national commander of the VFW, as 
administrator of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 


The audience also applauded loudly the 


President's pledges to make the Veter- 
ans Administration more responsive to 
individual needs, to maintain service of 
veterans' hospitals, and to upgrade feder- 
al benefits for veterans of the Vietnam 
War. 


Wild applause greeted his declaration, 


"If we can send men thousands and thou- 
sands of miles from home to fight in rice 
paddies, certainly we can send them 
back to school and to better jobs at 
home." 


Ford's first major public address was 


preceded by a motorcade from O'Hnre 
International Airport to the Conrad Hil- 
ton Hotel, during which an enthusiastic 
crowd cheered him In the final leg of the 
trip down Michigan Avenue. 


THE PRESIDENT was accompanied 


In the motorcade by U.S. Rep. Samuel H. 
Young, (IMOth), and NATO Ambassador 
Donald Rumsfeld, former North Shore 
congressman, who were among the

DclMedlco, who detected the flames 
coming out the rear windows of the 
house as he drove westbound on Hlgglns 
Road. He drove to the scene and found 
two men in front of the house, he said. 
He heard voices coming from the upper 
level of the home. "I went In and tried to 
go up the stairs, but the smoke and heat 
drove me out," DclMedico recalled. 


When he went outside, he discovered 


no one had called authorities so he went 
next door and telephoned the fire and po- 
lice departments. 


"I CAME OUT with a flashlight and 


kept yelling for someone to get me a lad- 
der," DclMedico said. "I could hear the 
people on the second floor, and I told 
them to lay on tho floor and close the 
bedroom door." 


Barrmgton Square work 
doesn't mean suit settled 


He attempted to go up the stairs a sec- 


ond time, but was once again repulsed 
by a hot spurt of smoke and air when he 
reached the fifth step, he explained. Spe- 
randeo drove up In a squad cor, and Del- 
Medico explained where the people and 
the center of the fire was. 


"I knew we had to get In there fast 


because there were people In there, and 
the fire was spreading fast," the police 
cadet said. 


As the two went In, they could hear 


window glass breaking from an air vacu- 
um caused by the blaze, he added. An- 
other shot of hot smoke sent DelMcdlco 
reeling backwards and knocked Spe- 
randeo against the wall, he said. 


DclMedico said he had a difficult time 


finding Sperandeo. He dragged Spe- 
randeo outside, and a woman contorted 
the Injured officers with cold, wet towels. 
Other emergency units arrived on the 
scene and fought the blaze for two hours 
while Sperandeo and DclMedico were 
transported to the hospital in on ambu- 
lance. 


The two returned to the fire scene 


briefly after their treatment. Damage to 
the structure and contents was estimated 
at between $40,000 and $50,000. 


DclMedlco said, "We just did what we 


had to do."

State asks U.S. 
to OK interchange 
at Biesterfield Rd.

Though still a long way off, a proposed 


i n t e r c h a n g e on Interstate 90 at 
Biesterfield Road in Elk Grove Village 
has taken a step toward becoming real- 
ity, 
i 


Officials of the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 


portation in Springfield said Monday that 
they have sent a request for construction 
of the interchange to the Federal High- 
way Administration in Washington, D. C. 


It probably will take at least two 


months before federal highway officials 
will act on the request, according to John 
Burke, spokesman for the state trans- 
portation department. 


If federal approval Is received, prelim- 


inary work on acquiring the interchange 
can begin such as developing environ- 
mental impact studies and holding public 
hearings on the proposed interchange in 
Elk Grove Village, according to Burke. 


OFFICIALS AT Alcxlan Brothers Med- 


ical Center in Elk Grove Village started 
the drive for the interchange late last 
year, citing the fact that an interchange 
would cut travel time of emergency ve- 
hicles coming in from the north and west 
by some five minutes. 


Emergency vehicles coming from sub- 


urbs north and west of the hospital now 
use 1-90, exiting at Thorndale Avenue, 
and then travel back up old 111. Rte. 53 to 
Biesterfield Road and the hospital. If an 
i n t e r c h a n g e were constructed at 
Biesterfield Road, the need to double 
back would be eliminated and the dis- 
tance to the hospital would be shortened 
by about three miles. 


The hospital led a drive for signatures 


in support of the interchange and has 
presented about 17,000 signatures to 
State Secretary of Transportation Lang- 
horne Bond. 


The report to the Federal Highway Ad- 


ministration was prepared by the region- 
al office of the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation In Chicago. 


ROTH THE VILLAGES of Schaumburg 


and Elk Grove Village have also become 
Involved in the quest for an Intel-change 
to provide quicker access to Alexian 
Brothers.

June 3, and therefore not covered by the 
halt on new construction. The firm could 
excavate for new construction if It so 
chose, but foundations could not bo In- 
stalled In the excavated area without 
building permits, he said. 


No new permits will be Issued until all 


agreements for settlement of the lawsuit 
arc executed, said Longmcycr. He esti- 
mated such action, including final ap- 
proval and signing of written documents, 
would take a minimum of one week after 
preliminary approval. More realistically, 
he said, one month would be required. 
Within that time period, K&B could re- 
new applications for site plan approval 
for new portions of its development. 
Once such approval was granted, permit 
applications could be requested. 


K&B ALREADY HAS site plan approv- 


al for several units, but building permits 
for them have not been granted. Once 
settlement of the lawsuits is approved, 
complete with final signatures, those per- 
mits could be issued In two to three days, 
said Longmcyer. While he was not cer- 
tain how many units fall into that cate- 
gory, he said he believes the number is 
28. 


The village's June 3 resolution cited 


need for study of possible rczoning of 
K&B's as yet undeveloped land. The de- 
veloper filed suit, and the village author- 
ized filing a counter suit against K&B. 
The village suit was never filed, but it is 
believed to be part of the settlement 
negotiations. The village suit would have 
claimed damage monies were due the 
village as a result of K&B's bribing of 
six farmer village officials in 196D.

Schools to consider ending 
or lowering book fees 


Possible elimination or lowering of 


controversial book fees will be consid- 
ered by the Schaumburg Township Dist. 
54 Board of Education at a special meet- 
ing at 8 p.m. today at Helen Keller Ju- 
nior High School, 820 Bode Rd., Schaum- 
burg. 


Book fees will be discussed during con- 


sideration of a draft of the 1074-75 school 
district budget, said Milt Derr, associate 
superintendent. The present draft of the 
budget is about $18 million, up about $3 
million from last year's budget, Derr 
noted. Passage of the budget is not ex- 
pected until in September. 


One reason for considering the fee drop 


Is an increase in tax money the district 
will receive from a gigantic jump in the 
tax base and a possible surplus that 
could cover loss of book fees, Derr said. 


If the book fee system is dropped, the 


district would need about 1$30,000 to cov- 
er the loss of revenue, Derr said. 


Derr also no'cd the reaction of parents 


to the fees in tilt past. 


IRATE PARENTS last year picketed 


schools In protest of the fees. One resi- 
dent called the fees unconstitutional, and 
another said it was wrong to pay for 
something that should be financed with 
tax money. 


Derr said a decision on the fees is 


needed before Thursday, when the dis- 
trict holds its book fee day. 


The present fees are $7.50 for all but 


kindergarten and $1.25 for a weekly 
newspaper. There is a $3.75 fee for kin- 
dergarteners. Derr explained the board 
could decide either to drop all or some of 
the fees, reduce them or not change the 
setup. 


School district officials in the past have 


defended the system by saying it is legal 
and the fees are used to defray expenses 
and provide work books. The district 
does waive fee payment in cases of hard- 
ship, officials have said. 


Metro zoning 
on tap today 


Examination of a proposed ordinance 


creating a Planned Metro Development 
zoning district In Schaumburg will con- 
tinue when zoning board members meet 
at 8 p.m. today. 


The proposal is a companion to the 


request to annex a 237-acre Golf Road 
site planned to house Woodfield 76, a $250 
million commercial - residential • recrea- 
tion complex. 


Developers include Marshall Bennett, 


of Bennett and Kahnweilcr, a Chicago 
real estate firm; the Pritzkcr family, 
owners of the Hyatt hotel chain, and 
Union Oil Co. of California. 


The Village of Schaumburg is being 


asked to consider joining the devel- 
opment partnership and to provide utili- 
ties; a water and sewer system; external 
roads; a "people mover," probably a 
mono-rail, as well as public trans- 
portation from the development to two 
nearby commuter railroad stations. 


In line with revisions made last week 


when the ordinance was first brought to 
zoners, a metro district must include five 
or more principal buildings on at least 
200 acres. Developers originally proposed 
that metro-district tracts be limited to a 
minimum of 100 acres, explaining they 
did not want to impose their standards 
on others who may apply for metro-dis- 
trict zoning in the future. Zoning board 
members, however, said they preferred 
to raise the total acreage to approach 
Woodfield 76 planned size.

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Ford to VFW: 
Neiv veteran head named, 
study of amnesty begun 


by BOB LAHEY 


President Gerald R. Ford startled a 


gathering of foreign war veterans Mon- 
day with tho revelation that ho Is exam- 
ining alternatives' for amnesty for those 
who resisted participation in tho Vietnam 
War. 


Delegates to tho 75th notional con- 


vention of tho Veterans of Foreign Wan 
roared their approval when the new 
President declared that "unconditional 
blanket amnesty for anyone who illegally 
evaded or fled military service is 
wrong." 


They sat In silence, however, when he 


went on to explain his stance on amnes- 
ty, an explanation that included the 
statement, "I am throwing tho weight of 
my presidency into the scales of justice 
on the side of leniency." 


INVOKING TlfE names of Abraham 


Lincoln and Harry Truman, Ford de- 
clared, "I reject amnesty and I reject 
revenge." 


Indicating the priority which he had 


assigned to the matter of amnesty, tho 
President reported that he had Instruct- 
ed U.S. Atty. Gen. William Saxbo and 
Sec. of Defense James R. Schleslngcr to 
fully investigate tho known facts and le- 
gal precedents surrounding tho question. 


Ford acknowledged the "supremo sac- 


rifice" of those who died In Vietnam and 
noted that he "kept thinking how young 
they were." 


But, ho said, those who "committed tha 


supreme folly of shirking their duty at tho 
expense of others also were very young." 


They should, ho said, "have a second 


chance." 


"All wars," said tho four-year World 


War II Navy veteran, "are tho glory and 
the agony of the young." 


FORD'S DECLARATION on condition- 


al amnesty — he made It clear that some 
conditions must be Imposed, and coined 
tho phrase "earned re-entry" over- 
shadowed tho rest of his speech, the first 
major public statement outside the Capi- 
tal since ho assumed office Aug. 0. 


Other than his remarks on amnesty, 


the veterans and their wives greeted the 
President's remarks warmly. They 
greeted with a standing ovation his ex- 
pected announcement of the appointment 
of Richard Roudebush of Indiana, a for- 
mcr notional commander of the VFW, as 
administrator of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 


The audience also applauded loudly the 


President's pledges to make tho Veter- 
ans Administration more responsive to 
individual needs, to maintain service of 
veterans' hospitals, and to upgrade feder- 
al benefits for veterans of the Vietnam 
War. 


Wild applause greeted his declaration, 


"If we con send men thousands and thou- 
sands of miles from homo to fight in rice 
poddies, certainly we can send them 
back to school and to better jobs at 
home." 


Ford's first major public address was 


preceded by a motorcade from O'Hore 
International Airport to tho Conrad Hil- 
ton Hotel, during which an enthusiastic 
crowd cheered him in the final leg of tho 
trip down Michigan Avenue. 


THE PRESIDENT was accompanied 


In the motorcade by U.S. Rep. Samuel H. 
Young, (R-10th), and NATO Ambassador 
Donald Rumsfeld, former North Shore 
congressman, who were among the

Students in- 
volved in the boundary change would 
come from three apartment complexes 
under construction near the area of 
Busse and Algonquin roads in Mount 
Prospect. 


The boundary change would eventually 


send an estimated 59 children from For- 
est Cove and Crystal Towers apartments 
to Brcntwood School. An estimated 26 
children from Laurel Estates apartments 
would eventually go to High Ridge 
Knolls. 


Parents from the two DCS Plalncs 


schools objected to the boundary change 
on the grounds that two Mount Prospect 
schools, Forest View and Robert Frost, 
were closer to Joy than the two DCS 
Plalnes schools. Members of the bound- 
ary committee explained that one school, 
Frost, would reach capacity without 
more children. 


SENDING THE children to Forest 


View would mean switching junior highs 
also, an alternative the committee wish- 
ed to avoid. 


A minority report filed by dissenting 


members of the boundary committee 
from two DCS Plalncs schools rejected 
tho committee's recommendation saying 
that It was not in the best interest of the 
children. 


Tho minority report cited n "popu- 


lation explosion" within the next two or 
three years in the area which would 
force a redrawing of tho boundaries 
again in a very short time. 


THE MINORITY report recommended 


that children this fall from the affected 
area sliould be .sent to Forest View or 
Frost schools and that a new boundary 
committee bo appointed to make recom- 
mendations effective In the fall of 1975. 


Tho minority report added that tho 


new boundary committee should have 
representation 
from 
every 
district 


school. 


Tho school board will most likely try to 


solve tho problem before school starts 
due to Jay's overcrowding. Student popu- 
lation at tho 690-capacity school reached 
629 students at ono point during tho 1973- 
74 school year.

Downtown—a giant jigsaw 


Many pieces now missing-but pretty picture 


is possible when it all fits together

Second of two articles 


Downtown Mount Prospect is like a giant jigsaw puzzle 


with n few key pieces missing. When — ond if — the puzzle Is 
completed, it can present a coherent picture, rough edges 
fitting together for a smooth finish. But In the meantime, 
there arc gaps: Vacant buildings at prime locations, limited 
selection among existing businesses, few parking spaces to 
handle n large number of cars. 


Two planning firms have been hired by the village for 


$30,000 to try to fit together the pieces that will make up 
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downtown Mount Prospect. Part of their task will be to de- 
vise the missing pieces: Should there be a pedestrian mall? 
How about a railroad underpass, a hlghrise apartment build- 
Ing, department store or multi-level parking structure ... 


"What we're looking for basically is a general upgrading of 


the area," said Robert Bennett, chairman of the village's 
central business district planning committee. 


JUST WHAT THAT upgrading will encompass is for the two 


planning firms, Property Consultants Inc., Northfield, and 
Barton-Aschman Associates, Inc., Chicago, to determine. 


No decisions have been made as yet on what will be in 


downtown Mount Prospect, but Joan M. Walker, president of 
Property Consultants, has a pretty good idea of what will not 
be there. Downtown will not be a mlnl-Randhurst. "Mount 
Prospect just could not compete with Randhurst and Wood- 
field. It isn't realistic that downtown could be a regional 
shopping center." Downtown Mount Prospect will not contain 
any major office buildings. "It's unrealistic to think there is 
going to be another blockbuster llko the Sears Tower or A. C. 
Nielsen headquarters. We're not even looking." 


What will be in the new downtown? "We have to find out 


what we think can be successful In this location," said Mrs. 
Walker. She suggested some sort of "small retail," additional 
office space and multi-family housing as possibilities. 


John H. Lockncr, a principal associate of Barton-Aschman, 


agreed that downtown Mount Prospect is not, and should not 
be, In the same league as a Randhurst or Woodfleld. "The 
retail rolo can change from a regional context to a commu- 
nity or neighborhood context," he said. 


ONE OF THE LARGEST missing pieces for the downtown 


puzzle is where municipal use will fit in. The village is nego- 
tiating to buy the Central School site for a new public library 
— amid opposition from planners and the Chamber of Com- 
merce that tho property may be better suited for commercial 
use. Tho village is also negotiating to buy the Mount Prospect 
State Bank building for village offices. The post office owns a

parcel of property nt Central Road and Elmhurst Avenue, 
and will vacate its current office at 202 E. Evergreen Ave. 
when the federal government frees funds for a new building. 


While some tax money will be spent in downtown Mount 


Prospect for the acquisition of property, planners hope to at-" 
tract private capital to provide the bulk of the funds needed 
for renovation. 


Why should businesses invest in downtown Mount Prospect? 


Despite numerous problem areas — including vacant build- 
ings, and a parking shortage — Mrs. Walker said there also 
are strengths in downtown Mount Prospect: "It's the most 
central location in the village. It's a community of 50,000 
people with good incomes, a fairly stable economic base, ris- 
ing property values." The commuter station, while respon- 
sible for traffic tie-ups twice on hour or more often during 
rush hours, also is one of the village's greatest assets, Mrs. 
Walker said. 


"The trick," said Bennett, "is to put the station where it is 


the least disruptive, and also capitalize on the number of. 
people it brings in." 


A CHICAGO FIRM, Draper and Kramer, is considering' 


building a new depot along with an office building about two 
blocks cast of the present site, but its plans arc delayed 
because of current high Interest rotes. Not everyone agrees 
that downtown renovation is needed. 


"I haven't been able to sec or hear or find the so-called 


demand for downtown rcvitalizatlon," said Louis Velosco,- 
who has operated a barbershop in downtown Mount Prospect 
for 17 years. 


Others soy renovation is necessary. As Bennett puts it: "IT 


Mount Prospect is to stay vital and growing, it has to have its 
downtown area in the some mode."

School board approves 
new budget-ivith cuts 


The Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 Board of 


Education Monday night approved a re- 
vised 1B74-73 budget which reduces ex- 
penditures by $73,600. 


Tho budget trimming from M.322 mil- 


lion, which was tentatively set In June, 
lo $4.231 million resulted from a drop in 
the district's total assessed valuation for 
1073 from a projected $111 million to on 
actual $103 million. District officials say 
Iho reduced assessment, which was an- 
nounced by tho county clerk's office last 
week, will mean a loss in tax dollars of 
about $129,000. 


To adjust for the tax loss, a reduction 


of $77.200 was made in the educational 
fund while $1,600 was added to the trans- 
portation fund. Of the $1,600, $700 for bus 
transportation for athletic activities was 
transferred from tho education fund to 
tho transportation fund. Educational

class size of -127 projected. Eighth grade 
enrollment Is estimated to be 388. 


River Trails Junior High will also see 


on Increased enrollment with a projected 
size of between 735 and 740 students, ac- 
cording to Kukla. Last year's class size 
was 680. 


KUKLA SAID THE junior high will 


continue to experience a slight upward 
trend in enrollment for tho next few 
years until tho reduced enrollment pat- 
tern now showing up in elementary 
schools catches up to the junior high. 


McGovcrn did not have preliminary 


enrollment figures available for MacAr- 
thur Junior High. 


Each of tho principals agreed that the 


two weeks before the start of the school 
year and strctclilng Into the first few 
weeks of school arc among tho busiest of 
tho year.

fund cutbacks were made in the salary 
accounts for new programs. 


BOARD PRES. William Holloway said 


the cutbacks will not affect the quality of 
educational programs. "The reduction 
will not eliminate programs but it will 
reduce our capability to Improve pro- 
grams," Holloway said. 


Tho board also passed a resolution 


maintaining tho current education fund 
tax rate at $1.67 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation and the operations tax rate at $ 375 
per $100 assessed valuation for 1074. 
Since those arc the maximum rates tho 
district can levy for each account, tax- 
payers will not have to bear tho burden 
of higher school taxes next year unless 
their assessments increase. 


The board also set a tax levy for 1974

This figure will be forwarded to the 


county clerk's office for consideration 
when 1074 tax bills arc calculated. 


Included In the revised budget Is tho 


abatement of $21,030 In bond and interest 
taxes. The board was able to abate the 
taxes duo to the receipt of this amount of 
money from the Illinois capital assis- 
tance program, which provides funds for 
the payment of principal and interest on 
building bonds sold after January, 1969.

A new system of police-patrol beat 


areas that will mean more intensive po- 
lice coverage of the village was revealed 
Monday by Mount Prospect Police Chief 
Ralph J. Doncy of Mount Prospect po- 
lice. 


The new system is a flexible one that 


expands the number of patrol areas from 
five to nine, depending on the number of 
police personnel available on any given 
day. Doncy said the six and seven beat 
system will be used most often. The full 
nine beats will be in use more often after 
on additional four policemen are hired 
later this year. 


Doney said the beats are "patterned by 


the needs of service" in the different 
areas of the village. As the available 
manpower Increases, the breakdown 
of patrol areas will increase in a specific 
order. "We want to give the citizens the 
best possible service," Doncy said. 


THE NEW SYSTEM was developed af- 


tcr a three-month study, Doncy said. The 


system is to "beef up" area patrol, while 
an additional tactical unit will be used 
between 3 and 11 p m. to "beef up" time 
patrol. 


The existing five-beat system uses Golf 


Road (formerly Lonnquist Boulevard 
was used prior to Doncy), the Chicago 
and North Western Ry. tracks, Rand 
Road and Wolf Road as the beat dividing 
lines. 


Under the new system, which went into 


effect Monday, when a sixth car Is avail- 
able, the part of the village west of 
Basse Road will become a sixth beat 
area. When a seventh car is available, 
the area between Rand and Wolf roads 
will be divided into two areas at Ken- 
sington Road. 


The eighth beat will come from using 


111. Rte. 83 to split up the area between 
Golf Road and the railroad tracks. The 
final division, when a ninth patrol car is 
available, will be in the area between the 
railroad tracks and Rand Road, again 
using 111. Rtc. 83 as the divider.

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Ford to VFW; 
New veteran head named, 
study of amnesty begun

President Gerald R. Ford startled a 


gathering of foreign war veterans Mon- 
day with the revelation that ho Is exam- 
ining alternatives for amnesty for those 
wbo resisted participation in tho Vietnam 
War. 


Delegates lo (he 75th national con- 


vention of tho Veterans of Foreign Wars 
roared their approval when tho new 
President declared that "unconditional 
blanket amnesty for anyone who illegally 
evaded or fled military service Is 
wrong." 


They sat In silence, however, when he 


went on to explain his stance on amnes- 
ty, an explanation that Included the 
statement, "I am throwing the weight of 
my presidency Into tho wales of justice 
on the side of leniency." 


INVOKING THE names of Abraham 


Lincoln and Harry Truman, Ford de- 
clared, "I reject amnesty and I reject 
revenge." 


Indicating tho priority which he had 


assigned to the matter of amnesty, tho 
President reported that ho had Instruct- 
ed U.S. Atty. Gen. William Saxbo and 
Sue. of Defense James R. Schlcslngcr to 
fully Investigate tho known facts and le- 
gal precedents surrounding tho question. 


Ford acknowledged I ho "supremo sac- 


rifice" of those who died In Vietnam and 
noted that ho "kept thinking how young 
they were." 


But. he said, those who "committed the 


supreme folly of shirking their duty at the 
expense of others also were very young." 


They should, ho said, "havo a second 


chance." 


"All wars," said tho four-year World 


War II Navy veteran, "are tho glory and 
the agony of tho young." 


FORD'S DECLARATION on condition- 


al amnesty — ho made It clear that some 
conditions must bo Imposed, and coined 
tho phrase "earned re-entry" over- 
shadowed tho rest of his speech, tho first 
major public statement outside the Capi- 
tol since ho assumed office Aug. 9. 


Other than his remarks on amnesty, 


the veterans and their wives greeted tho 
President's remarks 
warmly. 
They 


greeted with a standing ovation his ex- 
pected announcement of the appointment 
of Richard Roudcbush of Indiana, a for- 
mer national commander of the VFW, as 
administrator of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 


The audience also applauded loudly tho 


President's pledges to make tho Veter- 
ans Administration more responsive to 
Individual needs, to maintain service of 
veterans' hospitals, and lo upgrade feder- 
al benefits for veterans of tho Vietnam 
Wnr. 


Wild applause greeted his declaration, 


"If we can send men thousands and thou- 
sands of miles from home to fight In rico 
paddies, certainly we can send them 
back to school and to better jobs at 
home." 


Ford's first major public address was 


preceded by n motorcade from O'Haro 
International Airport to tho Conrad Hil- 
ton Hotel, during which an enthusiastic 
crowd cheered him In the final leg of tho 
trip down Michigan Avenue. 


THE PRESIDENT was accompanied 


In the motorcade by U.S. Rep. Samuel H. 
Young, (R-10th), and NATO Ambassador 
Donald Rumsfeld, former North Shore 
congressman, who were among the

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Clearbrook House, a part 
of community after 1 year

A first birthday passed quietly in 


Arlington Heights last month. Gear- 
brook House, a residence for moder- 
ately and mildly retarded adults, 
marked its first year of existence 
with little fanfare, but much quiet 
satisfaction for those whose lives 
have been changed by it. 


Twenty men and women ages 19 to 


47 live at Clearbrook House, located 
In the former convent of Our Lady of 
the Wayside Church, 432 S. Mitchell. 
During the day, the residents work In 
the community or at Clearbrook's 
vocational rehabilitation center in 
Elk Grove Village. In the evenings 
and on weekends, they return to the 
college-dormitory atmosphere of the 
house for dinner, fellowship and les- 
sons In caring for themselves. Clear- 
brook House's goal Is to prepare its 
residents for independent apartment 
living and a productive life. 


The idea of a resident facility for 


retarded adults evolved from Clear- 
brook Center's rehabilitation center, 
said Kenneth Jamsa, program direc- 
tor for Clearbrook Center headquar- 
tered In Rolling Meadows. As the 
center began training and placing re- 
tarded adults for jobs in tho commu- 
nity, the question of where they 
would live and how they would adjust 


to life after their parents died began 
to arise. Clearbrook House was the 
answer. 


CLEARBROOK SOUGHT several 


locations for the adult residence, 
among them the convent at Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School, now used 
by Northwest Human Resources De- 
velopment Center. It settled on its 
present location after a neighborhood 
meeting approved the idea. 


"Two families objected at the 


time," said a woman who lives down 
the street from Clearbrook House. 
She said the families were afraid 
property values might be affected by 
the residence's presence In the area. 
One of the homeowners, never recon- 
ciled to the presence of a retarded- 
adult living facility, sold his house 
and moved away. "But he didn't 
have any trouble selling his house," 
the woman added. 


There seems to be no neighborhood 


objection to Clearbrook House now. 
"I think It's great we could have 
something like this," said another 
neighborhood woman. Children on 
the block enjoy talking to the resi- 
dents in tho evenings and they some- 
times ride their bikes together, she 
added. 


The cost of residential living at 


Clearbrook House comes from the 


Social Security Administration, the 
Illinois Dept. of Mental Health, and 
from the earnings of the residents. 
The residence receives approximate- 
ly $400 from the state for each resi- 
dent. Jamsa said that residents 
working in the community and earn- 
ing good salaries are unfortunately 
penalized by this system; the more 
they earn themselves, the less the 
state will contribute toward their 
room, board and training programs. 


INSIDE CLEARBROOK House in 


the evenings, residents home from 
work change into jeans and T-shirts. 
They congregate In the kitchen 
where their meals are prepared for • 
them. After dinner, they may do 
their laundry in the house's laundry 
room, watch TV In one of several 
lounges or on their own TV sets or 
listen to records in their rooms. The 
residents gather for weekly house 
meetings on Monday evenings to dis- 
cuss problems or ideas. Throughout 
the week, they arc given lessons in 
cooking simple meals, managing 
money, keeping themselves neat and 
clean, and getting along with others. 


A staff of four rotates so there is 


always a staff person on duty when- 
ever the residents arc home. April 
Connor, 24, house manager of Clear-

Sex education and med- 
ical consultation aro given several 
times each week by a local nurse.

No plans made on replacement 
Youth counci lacks chief 
as Thomas Martin resigns

The Arlington Heights Youth Council, 


which has had difficulty mustering a 
quorum all summer, is now without a 
chairman after the resignation last week 
of Thomas Martin. 


Martin, principal of South Junior High 


School, has taken a year's leave of ab- 
sence to complete his doctorate at the 
University of Illinois at Urbana. 


J. Burton Thompson, chairman of the 


village board's interview committee, said 
Wednesday there are no definite plans 
to name a replacement. 


The functions of the council have been 


essentially pre-empted by the park dis- 
trict, board of trustees and police depart- 
ment in dealing with the problems of 
youths In the village this summer. 


Last year the council was the moving 


force in providing a counselor-in-thc-park 
program designed to cut down on prob- 
lems such as vandalism, drug use and 
youthful rowdyism in village parks. 


THE POLICE reinstated a park detail 


this summer after repeated complaints 
of open violations of laws in village 
parks, most notably at Pioneer Park, 500 
S Fernandez. 


The counselor program, funded by both 


tho village and the park district, is still 
in effect. The two-man police patrol 
makes periodic checks of the parks for 
drug, alcohol and other violations, and 
provides the official "back-up" for the 
counselors. 


The patrol, since late July, has been 


responsible for about 50 arrests, accord- 
ing to police records. Most of the appre- 
hensions have been for marijuana viola- 
tions, police said. 


The youth council has had difficulty in 


holding its monthly sessions since last 
spring because of a lack of quorums. 
Council members and village officials 
blamed summer vacations partially for 
the problems in meeting. 


BEFORE HIS departure, Martin said

lobby" in the village and as such needs a 
chairman who can work effectively with 
the trustees. 


Trustee David Griffin, of the interview 


committee, said the chairmanship ques- 
tion is still open. 


"I have just now received a list of indi- 


viduals who arc interested in serving on 
the committees with openings," Griffin 
said. 


GRIFFIN SAID the new chairman 


could come from cither within or from 
outside the present council rolls, but he 
did offer a third alternative to the situ- 
ation. 


"The council could choose a temporary 


chairman to fill the role until a new 
chairman could be appointed," he said. 


Griffin said the council has not been
